GUESSES AS TO ITS EFFECT 


dOmpers Tells Labor Its Election Duty 

— Profiteers Get Several Blows — 

President Wants to Accept 
American Mandate, but 
Congress Is Opposed,

Sc'nator Itonih certainly started 
soinetliing when he hroiight about the 
senate' investigation <if the iire-eonven- 
tltm expenses of the various presiden- 
tial candidate's. .‘Vcceerellng to thege'ii- 
erally ace'epte'el the'eiry, the' Inejulry was 
Intetideel hy Its promote'rs to help the 
canelldacy eif Se'iiateir Hiram John- 
son. At this writing It Is not easy tei 
say wheun It has meist he'lpeel anel 
whom meist hurt. Some peilitlcal ex- 
perts who preifess to have no Idas as- 
se'rt 'hat sei far as the nepuhlican slele 
of It is concerneel, the inve'Stigatlon 
presages the neuidnatlein eif semie elark 
hor.se. or possibly eif Senator Knox, 
who Is not exactly dark, though not an 
open candlelate for the heinor. The 
Idea of tho.se propheds Is that the 
facts ellcite'il hy the senate committee' 
eliminate all of the active nsplrants 
except [lerhaps .Teihnson, and that the 
jiarty leaders will never consent to 
the nondnatlon of the Californian. 
However, In this matter every man can 
he his own pniphet, and his pe-rsonal

The fe<leral 
j circuit court of apia-als in New York 
Uf'lieid tlie Lever act as eonstitutloual, 
111 (lie case of Weed & Co., liuffslo 
clothiers, attiniilug the detislun of 
Judge Hazel, who refused to enjoin a 
district attorney from priK-eediiig 
I against the company on profiteering 
charges. A federal grand Jury, also 
in New York, Indicted tbe Autericau 
Woolen company and Willlaui M. 
WtKid, its prealdent. for violating the 
l^-ver act by profiteering in aefitng 
cloth at unjust and unreasonable 
pr.eea. The government attorneys 
said it deveiofied that the rouipany 
was receiving gfl per cent profit above 
cost, although Mr. Wood clalUiOd the 


profit proposed hy the concern for Its 
11)20 huslness was hut 12Vi I'cr cent. 

Testimony before a New- York In- 
vestigating committee revealed that 
lh(* American sugar business Is In the 
hands of three or four j'ersons, that j 
there Is a large “Invlslhle" sui'idy of | 
the commodity somewhere In the Fnit- 
ed States, and that a million tons are 
stored In Culm for higher firlces.

The 
Ceorgluns already have maile an agree- 
ment with the Moscow government, j 
undertaking to prevent the use of 
fieorglan territory us a l»ase of attacks | 
on the holslievlkl. On the other side 
tlie Armenians are ronfrontoil wltli tlie | 
Turkish mitionHlists, whose leader, 
Mustapha Kemiil Pasha, has reiterat- 
ed his defiance of the allies and hie 
imeiiding opposition to the terms of tlie 
peace tn-aty. In Thriiee, where the 
Turks are opposing oeeupatlon hy the 
tireeks, they have met with several de- 
feats. 

The war between tin* Poles and the 
soviet Pusslans continues unuhated, 
and udviiiilMges are claimed by both 
sides.

LUBRICATION IS 
OF IHPOBTAHCE 

Life of Engine and Car Depends 
on Proper Oiling of Many 
Different Parts. 

PREVENT MEWLS TOUCHING 

To Avoid Trouble With Bearings or 

Cylinders Put In on Extra Pint of 
on Every Hundred MIleo— Don't 
Wait for Squeak. 

**rhe life of your engine and cat 
depends upon lubrication,” Is the sub* 
Ject of an article appearing In a recent 
issue of an automobile magazine. 

The principle of lubrlcaUon Is to 
prevent any two pieces of metal thot 
are working one against the other from 
touching. This Is accomplished by hav- 
ing a flliu of oil between these two 
metals. Upon thi.s film of oil depends 
the life of hearings, cylinders and pis- 
ton rings. Only three different grades 
of lubricants are used. The owner 
should provhle himself with a sni)ply 
of g»s cylinder oil, grease and steam 
engine oil. 

Right Oil for Engine. 

"" Never use steam engine oil or any- 
thing hut a imre rninerni oil In the en- 
gine. Fast running or riding over 
heavy and hilly roads ust-s up oil much 
faster than city driving. IMit In nn 
extra pint of oil every hundred miles 
or so. This precHUtlon will avoid 
trouhle with hearings or cylinders. 

Once a tnonth or every thousand 
miles, the oil In the crank case should 
he drained off and ii fresh supply 
pourwl In. The oil may he drained hy 
removing the drain plug at the hottom 
of oil pun. After draining, flush the 
crank case with kero.sene thnmgh the 
breather pipe, rephu’e tlruln plug and 
refill with clean oil. Re absolutely sure 
that all the kerosene Is drained off. 
otherwise It will tnix with the fresh oil 
and will cut down Its lubricating quall- 
I ties. 

Trouble Follows Squeak. 

Don't wait until you hear a “squeak" 
before oiling. A "squeak" means a 
rusted or dry bearing, and when once 
in that condition trouhle soon follows. 

I'he compact construction of some 
cars makes nesessury the placing of 
oil holes and grease cups under the 
floor hoanls of the car. Don't, l>e- 
cuuse It might cause you a little extra 
trouhle, forget to remove them and 
lubricate as directed.

Annual Loss From Cabbage Pest 
Conservatively Estimated 
at $1,300,000. 

NOT DIFFICULT TO CONTROL 


Arsenate of Lead and Paris Green Are 

Preferable to Other Poisons— 
Number of Sprayings Depends 
on Conditions.

Repente,! (>xperlments havs shown 
that ar-k'tiate of lend and parts jrreen 
are pref,>rahlc to other iirsenicnls In 
common use. If parts Rreen is used, 
it may he nppllml either wet or dry, 
preferably, luiwever, as n spray, at the 
rate of one pound to .~i0 gallons of wa- 
ter, The plants should he free from 
Insect atfii,-k when they are set out 
nnd shouhi he fqirnyoil a few days later 
to make sure that the poison reaches 
the young.i'atorplllnrs before they have 
burrow, •,! fur into the heuils. Other 
applications should f,>llow ns Inspec- 
tion of plants shows that they are nec- 
essary.

THINNING IMPROVES 
VALUABLE WOODLAND 

Lack of Proper Treatment Is 
Cause of Much Loss. 


Parmer Should Take Steps to Qliss 
Trees Sufficient Light and Soli 
Moisture tor Them to Thrive 
and Become Profitable. 

Lack of proper thinning nnd rutting 
Is n c,)nimon cau.se of wotalinnds be- 
ing unpnifltnhie, nc<*,irdlng to a recent 
bulletin entitle, I, "Making Woodinmis 
I’rofltnhlc In the S,iutherii States.” la- 
sue,l by tlie United States department 
of agriculture. Nature usually over- 
crowds trees In a given space, says 
this puhlicntlon, nnd so steps should 
be taken to give them sufficient light 
and soli moisture to thrive nnd become 
protltuhle. 

By pniperly controlling the number 
of trees on a tract It Is p,isslble to In- 
crease their rate of gniwth nml eventu- 
ally their sir.e. Kxcept for the produc- 
tion of conlwood, a few large trees on 
a given area are usually more desira- 
ble than many small ones. If possible, 
valuable kimis of wood should be 
grown In preference to common woods 
which bring lower prices.

I With an active market for conlwood 
I nnd for fence posts, poles and lumber, 
there Is every imlucement to clear otit 
the Inferior trees — iJlseased, dying, 
j crooked and less valuable kinds.

CONTROL OF SOIL DISEASES 

Next to Seed Treatment Rotation la 
Best Way to Destroy Wilt and 
Rot Spores. 

With the iiossltile exception of seed 
treatment, there is no farm practice, 
whii'h, from the plant disease point of 
view, gives greater returns on the la- 
vestim-nt than crop rotation, is the 
assertion of I'rof. J. G. Leach of the 
Colorado Agricultural college. There 
are a great many plant iliseases such 
as wilts uml root rots for which no 
speiltic remedy Is known anil which 
cun he held in cliei-k only by the com- 
bined praotl,-es of seed selection, seed 
tn-utnu-nt, and crop rotation. Tliese 
diseases become worse and worse each 
year the crop Is grown In the same 
soil, and eai'h one taking their annual 
toll accounts for cuusideruliie loss to i 
the farmer. 

A system of crop rotation entails al. 
most no expense other than a little 
forethought and planning. The re- 
turns In dlsease-fre* crops pay for 
this trouble many times over, not to 
speak of the added galu In soil fer- 
tility. 

SILOS RAPIDLY INCREASING 

Successful Farmers Have Learned 
That Huge Receptacle la Big 
Asset on Any Farm. 

Information gathered hy the Penn- 
sylvania department of agriculture 
shows approximately 20 per cent, or 
4;!.6-17 farmers in the statu with silos, 
white the number a year ago was es- 
timateil at 32.000. Wide awake and 
i successful farmers have learned that 
: a silo, when properly used Is a val- 
' uable asset on any farm. As farm 
cuudltioDs improve, the number of alios 
naturally increases. 

SPACE BETWEEN FRUIT TREES 

Apples Should B* Allowed at Least 30 
Fact Each— Plume Do Not Ro- 
quir* as Much. 

Standard apple trees should be al- 
lowed at least 30 feet of space each 
way ; plums 20 feet ; oiirrauu, gooae- 
t>errlea and grapes from ten to 12 feet ; 
red raspberries should be allowitd to 
grow only in hedgerow not over alx 
inchea wide and rows ten to 12 foet 
apart ; strawberrlM set In row* four 
loet apart and feet apart la row.

It hna the aupreme leglalntlve and ex- 
e<’utlve power. I>o the people have a 
vote for theae all-powerful conRreaa- 
nien? Ortninly not. The All-Ilusalan 
conifreaanien are elecle<l hy the city 
aovleta and hy the aovlefa of the prov- 
laces, who were elected hy the city 
and rural aovleta, the nirnl aovleta 
hnvlnx heen elected hy the local rural 
aovleta, whoae nienibers were elected 
hy the pe<iple, 

Congreaa Not Governing Body, 

The All Uuaalun coiiftresa la a very 
larjre body. The llrst coiiRn'aa met In 
1917. It numbered about l.'JdO dele- 
Kiitea. The elchth cotiRresa la now 
(.Innunry, l!i:J(l) In sesalon and the 
present inenibershlp hna crown to over 
two thousantl. It la n hlc. cumbersome 
body, untlt for deliberative purposes. 
It la more of a iiia.ss nieetlnc. « plat- | 
form for the relief of those who have 
speeches hunletilne their chests. The 
concress never sits for more than a 
vve<>k. It was never Intended to be an 
orcan of covernment. The constitu- 
tion tells the story. 

Section 28 rends: The All-Russian 
concress shall elect a central execu- 
tive committee of not more than 200 
members.” This takes the covemment 
another step from the people. 

Section .10 says : "When the All-Rua- 
slnn concress Is not In sessslon, the 
central executive committee Is the su- 
preme power of the republic." Rut we 
have not reached the end of the jour- 
ney from the people to the seat of 
jtower. 

Section .ir> rends: "The central ex- 
ecutive cNninilttee shall s«'lect a coun- 
cil of people's comiulssars who 
shall rnanace the affairs of the Rus- 
sian Socialist Kederul Soviet Uepuh- 
Ilc.” 

Rut let UR read on : 

Si*cilon .17 : "Tin* cotincll of people's 
commissars Is Intrusted with the ccii- 
eral nianacement of the affairs of the 
republic.'' 

Section .18: "For the accomplish- 
ment of this task the i)eople's com- 
missars shall Issue decrees, resolu- 
tions, orders, and In ceiieral take all 
steps necessary for the proper and 
rapid conduct of covemment alTnlrs." 

Section 40: "The central executive 
committee has the rlcht to revoke or 
suspend nil orders and resolutions of 
the council of people's commissars.” 

Rut a "note" to this section of the 
constitution reads; "Measures requir- 
ing Immediate action may he enacted 
dlre<-tly hy the council of people’s 
commissars." 

Without Voice In Government. 

The council of people's commissars 
is 17 In numher. The people hinl no 
voice In selectiiiK the people's com- 
missars; they wc>re not niven a choice 
In picking the central executive com- 
mittee; they were not allowed to vote 
for the All-Russian congressmen: In 
the niral districts the “poor pi>asants" 
were not ev(*n allowed to vote for the 
men who selected the men who In turn 
selected the congressmen. 

At the head of the "Sacred Seven- 
teen" Is the chief of state. I.enine. At 
his rlkht hand sits Trotzky. commissar 
of forci* In chart'e of t' •» army and 
navy. When I think (if the part the 
people play In this newest form of 
"free" Kovernment and the distance 
they nre kept from their country's 
affairs, I cannot help but see them 
through this constitution as though I 
were looking at them through the 
wrong end of a pair of opera glasses. 

Truly It Is a long way from the 
people to the throne of Lenine. The 
people make only the first and short- 
est step. There are five long and Im- 
portant stei)s between the "poor peas- 
ants" and the power, and three be- 
tween the city voters and the real gov- 
ernment of Russia. 

The bolshevik government is a gov- 
ernment of officeholders, for officehold- 
ers and by officeholders. It Is Lin- 
coln's fonnula reversed. I have heard 
It said that democratic government is 
a failure because political officeholders 
do not truly repre.seut the people. 
There Is some truth in the statement, 

: but the people have a reuiedy ; the 
! system Is not at fault. I cannot un- 
I derstand the logic for the faith that a 
I g»>vernmeiit which provides three or 
1 five additional sets »if officeholders he- 
twe«‘n the people and the government 
will make things better. 

Title Conveys Much Meaning. 

The title people's commissar Is full 
c-f meaning. It U obese with power. 

! The title Is copyrighted In the con- 
; btitutiou. 

In riecember, 1H18. Lenine ad- 
dressed a letter to the Ameneuu work- 
ingmen In w hich he said : 

"Let Incurable pedants, crammed 
full of bourgeois democratic and par- 
liaiuentary prejudices, shake their 
heads gravely over our soviet ; let 
them deplore the fact that we have no 
; direct ele<'tlous.” 

I suggest that I-enlne put the soviet 
i plan before organized labor in the 
I'ulted States and ask the union card 
carriers of America to give up direct 
1 elections In their labor unions and ac- 
cept a scheme of government for their 
unions modeled after the bolshevia 
plan, and see how mgny followers he 
will gel. The rank and file of the labor 
movement guard jealously their right 
to a voice and vote for measures and 
men.

BOLSHEVISM BUILT ON SAND 


Movement Is Not Based on Equality, 
and Without Equality There Can 
Be No Freedom — Right of 
Might Unstable, 


Article XX, 


THE LAST QUESTION 


By FRANK COMERFORD. 

On the tenth duy of July, 11118, the 
bolshevik government ndopte<l a con- 
stitution. They mimed the new nation 
the "ItUK.sInn Socialist Federal Soviet 
Republle." They hung out a tlng^a 
red cloth, In the left corner of which 
(on top, near the pole) are In golden 
letters "R. S. F. S. U." The coat of 
arms of the new Russian government 
consists of a scarlet background on 
which a golden scythe and a hammer 
are placed (crosswise, handles down- 
ward) In siin rays and surrounded by 
a wreath, Inseribed; “Russian Social- 
ist Federal Soviet Republic. Workers 
of the World. Unite." 

The constitution of a country U Its 
foundation. it must be solid and 
strong If liberty Is to be secure. The 
whiile superstructure depends upon 
the foundation. (tovernnient Is a 
house made of laws. You cannot have 
peaee, freedom and oriler without law. 
1'he people who live In the* house, the 
great niitlomil fntnlly, have a vilql In- 
terest In the house in which they live. 
It Is their shelter, their security. It Is 
the rigiit of every free imin to have 
H sa.v' in the kitid of house he Is to 
live in, a volei* in the making of the 
laws lie Is called upon to olicy and 
maintain. 1'he house of Freedom is 
otie cltizi'u's hotise as imuii ns It Is 
allot lier's. Without equality there 
eaiiiiot lx* freedom. Every Russian 
laid an equal right to determine the 
kind of government that sliould pre- 
vail in his land. The holslievlk gov- 
ernment started off hy denying tlie 
people tlie rlglit to a say In tha form 
of gpveriimont of their country. A 
iiilnorliy, wliliout consulting the people, 
ivitlioul giving them a clianci* to ex- 
press ilielr views, forced upon tlie 
people a eonstltutioii. .So the bolshe- 
vik government was built on the false 
foundation of minority rule. Tlie jiriii- 
eiple that all governments derive their 
just powers from the consent of tlie 
governed was sent to tlie scrap heap. 

Government by Soviets. 

The Russian coiistitiilioii provides 
for a government of soviets. Tlie word 
soviet means council. Tlie soviet is 
a body of political ollicelioldcrs wlio 
run till* government. In our eouiitry. 
Instead of calling these bodies soviets, 
we call them township commissioners, 
village trustees, city couuells or 
boards of aldermen, state legislatures, 
congress. Under the bolshevik consti- 
tution all power Is given to the so- 
viets. Tills is and has lieen the rally- 
lug cry of the members of the soviets. 
Till* soviets have the power to make 
laws as well as the power to enforce 
ohedleiiee to the laws. Tlie legislative 
and executive power Is comhlncd In 
the soviet. 

The liolshevlk constitution divides 
Russia Into regions, provinces, coun- 
ties, towns, villages, rural districts 
and local rurnl districts. For the sake 
of compurlsoii we cun liken Russia 
to the United States, a province in 
Russia to a state in our Union, and so 
on down through the list. We have no 
political division ctirrespondlng to the 
Russian region, a unit larger than an 
American state. 

The Russian citizen's liberty Is 
measured hy the voice he Is given In 
sclei'tlng the men who are to make 
the laws he must obey. The constitu- 
tion fixes his freedom. It says how 
far he may go and no farther. 

We liave heard much about the 
"poor peasants." The constitution 
makes them paupers In liberty. Down 
at the bottom of government the 
farmer, the “poor peasHiit," is given 
the right to vote for delegates to the 
local rural soviet. This little body has 
about the same power In shaping the 
iKillcy of Russia and makiiiii the laws 
that iilTeet life, liberty and property 
as the township cotiiuiissioners have 
In the United .States. Their authority 
Is confined to purely local matters. 
When the "{MKir peasant" has rust this 
one lonesome and meaningless vote 
for a r<*presei 'iitlve In the local rural 
aovlet lie Is through so fur us any di- 
rect say lu who shall govern him, and 
how. 

Governed by Officeholders. 

The "iKMir jieasant," having cast his 
v(>te for the local rural seivlet, leaves 
the task of goveriiiueut to the office- 
holders. The deputies elected to the 
liH'sl rural soviet meet aud elect the 
ileputies to the next higher governing 
unit, the rural soviet. Here we find 
the first governing body for which the 
"(Htor peasant" U denied a vote, but 
not the lusL 

The next unit of government In Rus- 
sia it the county. The people do not 
have a vote for the delegates to the 
cxiunty aovleta. These county commls 
slooers are elected by the members of 
the city aud village soviets aud the 
luesabers of the rural Soviets. Here 
we have goverumeot one step raamved 
from the people of the cities and two 
steps removed from the "poor i>««s 
ants " 

I'lie provtnctel Soviets are elected 
bf tUe City aovleu and the rur»i so-

PRIZE ANCIENT JURY BOXES 

Officials of Two Massachusetts Towns 
Proud of Receptacles That Have 
Been Long in Use. 

I.ynn and Sanpus, noted in other 
ways, are perimps unique In tlieir pos- 
session of ancient Jury boxes. An- 
cient as American thinps po, for ilie 
I.ynn box has heen In eonstnnt use 
for l.'iO years, and the one In Saupus 
has serv(*d for proliahly over KKI years. 

Names of all men ellpilile for serv- 
ice on Jiirle.s were deposited In the 
liox, and from tliem those were chosen 
who later acted as Jurymen. There 
Is no rea.son to fear that either box 
will .soon cea.se to serve, so far as con- 
dllton of the material poes. For both 
were made stronp and lit to lust for 
many years more than tliey have al- 
ready seen. Both were made by hand, 
with hand-forped locks and hlnpes. 
Crude In pcneral workmanship and 
imilerhils, pi'rhaps they are, hut they 
a re sa fe. 

The Lynn box Is 11 Inches lonp and 
six Inches hiph, atid perhaps »*lpht or 
ten liiclu's wide. Tin.* lock Is alniostt 
live Indies lonp by S indies hIph. and 
stronp enouph to puard a house or al- 
most a eastle. The hand-tnade handle 
allows fr(*edotn Iti carryinp from one 
place to am>th(*r. Former City Clerk 
Parsntis used the box throtiph his 
whole term of ollice, and so far Jason 
Attwlll, the present derk, has cuntiii- 
u(‘d tlie custom. 

HIdiard Mansfield, the first town 
derk of Saupus. made the box that 
has heen used in his town since. Sau- 
pus was set apart frotn Lynn In ISl.’i, 
and presutmihly the box was cotistruet- 
ed soon after. Mr. Matisfield was praiid- 
father of Oeorpe H. Matisfield and <if 
Justin E. Matisfield. who Is now Jani- 
tor of the town hull and keeper of 
the lockup. 

The box Is made of thin wood nailed 
topetlier. Hlnpes for the cover were 
made frotii wire loops, and the lock is 
as larpe atid ns powerful as that of the 
Lyiiii box. In the top Is an openinp 
about three inches .square for drawinp 
the names. The pre.sent town derk, 
•Mr. Parker, Intends to use the box 
vvhctiever It Is rciiulrcd as lonp us It 
will liold topetlier. — Hostoti Herald.

In the Inrper cities, espeolnlly In 
these where there have l)t*eii estalv- 
llshed lire limits In which houses with 
noninllammnhle walls only can he erect- 
ed, the brick hunpalow Is an excellent 
t.v|M? of home for tlie Imllder who has 
not a preal amount of money to In- 
vest. The outer wall is usually of one 
of the several sorts of face brick, 
which make an ntiraelive exterior. 
Architects by the addition of a porcli 
and by special roof trcifiments have 
transformed what was once a very or- 
dinary appearinp ’'ome into one that 
Is most pleasinp In appearanec. 

The usual method of <•oustructlnp 
tht»sc hiinpalovvs Is to liulld a frame of 
wood and snrronnd It with a slnple 
brick wall. This method makes lor 
economy in const ructhm. and, at the 
same lime, makes a warm house In 
winter and a cool one In summer. 
The d(*Hlpii shown hi the neeompiiiiy- 
liip illiisirallon Is this type of house. 

This house Is dcsipiicd t*spt»clnllv for 


th# house, the basement extends under 
the whole house and provides ample 
space for storape. for the henllnp 
P'nnt, fuel and other thinps. In hunpa- 
lows of thla type It Is customary to 
build storape rooms In the basement 
for trunks and other reeeptaclea fur 
clothinp. 

The advnntape of a hunpalow Is that 
It provide.# all the room the family 
requires, hut has no waste space. Also 
there are no atalrs for th# houseke«*per 
to climb. For these two reasons the 
hunpalow, especially one of brick. Is 
heinp built by the tliuusnnda In the 
city and country. 

While apeclal emphasis has been laid 
on the ndvantapes this brick hunpalow 
has for city construction. It Is equally 
aultahl# for amaller towna and rural 
rommtinltlcs. In appearance It I# a 
Very desirable ty|»e of house, while 
the Interior arranpement Is such that 
It will accommodate a family of pood 
size without any waate apace. 

At the present cost of huthllnp, 
waste space Is folly. Every foot of 
construction that Is saved means a 
considerable reduction In the cost of 
the new home. That la one of the 
reasons why nrchlt«*<'ts are d»*slpnlnp 
residences that seem small when 
judped by the standards that were In 
vopue a few years apo. A second 
reason Is that extra room means extra 
work for the hotisek»*<*per. In many 
hunpalow.s of this type spare-savlnp 
beds, the sort that are conceahsi (hir- 
ing the day are lnslalh*d. These hedt 
are full size, comforlahh* h(*ds, and 
when they are put In the living n>om 
or In the dining room even, they save 
tin* huihling of an (*xtra l)(*droom. In 
children’s rooms they an* espeelnlty 
d(‘slnihh*. ns during the day fli(*y are 
lifted up and swung out of sight Into 
a clos(*t. That leave's the room frv*e 
for us(* ns a nursery or plnyroom. 

Such modern convenl(*nc(*s ns spnee- 
snving lu'ds. spnc(*-SHvlng clos(*ts are 
what architects an* using to give lioim* 
builders the maximum nmount of lioine 
for th(*ir mom*.v.

This urea 
was surveyed in co-operation with the 
war depurtincnt and the state of Vir- 
ginia. anil the map Is one uf many cov- 
ering a large urea along and near the 
cast coast of the Old l>ominion. It 
shows part of Isle of Wight, .Nalise- 
inoml, and Southhampton coiinth*s in 
I'irglnla, besides a small strip uf Car- 
olina. The piiinipal town showu on 
the map Is I' l-unklin, whhii has a pop- 
llhillun uf uhuul 4.INMI. Tlie urea is 
rieh in the earlier hlslury uf America 
and would he of great strategic Im- 
portance in military operations against 
invading forces from some natluii ur 
nations f'Milish enough tu he hunting 
in uur country a place in the sun. 

It is u rather plcluresqiii* country, 
with Its broad, flat fields, hrillluntly 
green ; Us tall, graceful pines with 
their pungent perfumes; and Its riv- 
ers, upon w'huse peaceful hosoius ply 
small slow-moving steamers laden with 
cutlon and (H-anuts and redolent pine 
lumber.

look clrtarly Into the future and con- 
tinue for the maintemince of our llh- 
^ erty and for the honor of our race 
the battle to vvlilch our duty rails us. 

"America hii.s gained through her 
sons III this war the right to Immor- 
tality. Nations looked on with ndinl- 
ratloii at the spi*ctacle of millions of 
I young Amerlean lu*ro(*s arriving on the 
I 80 II of France, to defend the sacred 
I principles of honor and liberty lii- 
! scribed In the American (’oiistitutlon. 

“Victory has crowned their haiincrs 
I that and the blood shed for a Just 
I cause, that Is a past which future 
I getuTnlions will he proud to claim as 
1 a heritage. Hut llie sons of Americti 
have not finished their work, our coiii- 
iiion enemy do(?s not nckiuivvlodge his 
defi*!!!, he hopes when he will have 
aucccisled In sowing the se(*d# of dis- 
cord amongst us to renew the light 
which he lost, thanks to you. \Ve know 
that calumny will have no effect on 
you who have seen with your own 
eyes what you Saw, you who know tis 
and know what we are, l)ut we fear 
that those who have not 8««cn like 
you may come to doul)t us and that 
I Is why we send out this appeal to 
I you. comrades, that you may take 
I part In our defense. 

“Our cauw Is yours also, you cannot 
go back on us, you saw u.s in action 
and you know that wt^ do not need any 
other proofs thnii our past records lo 
prove to all men of worth that If we 
fought tills war with so much heroism 
it was liecause we were defending not 
only our soil, hut the entire world. 

“We held back and stemim'd the 
formidable wave of (li'rman Invasion, 
almost alone for four years, from the 
Somme rlv(*r to Alsace, h(*arlng the 
brunt of the harde.-rt shocks, our brave 
men leaving their lifeless bodies hy 
the hundnsls of thous'inds on the 
fields of buttle, without urn* word of 
complaint or without asking fur (|uar- 
tor. because they knew that If France 
were vanqul.sh(*d, the prlnclph*s of the 
great Hevoluiloii were doomed forever, 
the declaration of the rights of man 
and Hu* cltlz(*n would have heen de- 
stroyed and trninphB] on, the poor and 
humble would have heen forced hack 
under the Iron rule of lords, might 
would have prevulh'd over right, crime 
and dishonor would have heen wrilii^i 
as the very heading uf fuiiduniental 
laws uf iiioiieru nations. 

"It must nut come to pass that our 
brave men died In vain, we owe It uml 
you owe it to their memory. The sur- 
vivors must not slt*ep on their laurels 
In false oecurtty. You must not Im- 
agine that It was we alone whom you 
hel|M‘d. you must understand that your 
liberty was threatened Just as uiucli 
as ours; all nations are more or les.s 
de|M*ndent on each other. As fur us. 
i’ollius, we shall never believe that It 
wa.s from pity, nor even out of grati- 
tude for help given hy qs to you In 
former times, that you came to our 
i aid. , 

"France dead would have meant the 
cocdemnutlun of the whole world and 
France would have dh‘d rather than 
go back on her principles. Do nut 
therefore let anyone say you have 
done enough fur her; It was not she 
whom you lu*li<ed. It was the Ideals 
and principles for which she always 
; sto<id and without theee Ideals of Jua- 
the and liberty a free uatiuo cannot 
exist. 

“France Is still tdeeding and will 
suffer for a long time from the wounds 
which she received, her young suns 
cut off In their youth, her lauds dev- 
. astated, her commerce de.stroyed. her 
. credit diminished. Hut what makes the 
i greatness of a people Is not alone Us 
, pros|»erlty. It Is keeping Ita honor uu- 
outlled. As long as this senUment ro- 
maina lu a uatioD, that nation will live 
lu spite uf all oppression. 

"I>oug live America, long live France, 
united by the blood of their soua.

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LEGION ASKS FOR NO BONUS' 

Borvico Mon Merely S#ek Aasistanoo 

From Qevemmont In Overcomlnf 
Financial DIaadvantagea, 

One of the biggest leglslatlvo quetv- 
tlons now occupying tho attention of 
the American I,eglon has to do with 
tho adjustment of compensation of tho 
ex-servico man, and all tho meinboro 
throughout tho country have been ask- 
ed to aid through their congressional 
representatives In securing the enact- 
ment of tho legion’s bill. 

Tho bill which the legion Is Indors- 
ing embraces: land settlement, where- 
by former serrlco men and women' 
receive ll.flO for each day of service, 
to apply on tho purchase of land and' 
government projects, or loans for buy- 
ing equipment ; home aid, with f'J for 
each day of service to apply on tho 
purchase of a home or farm; vttca- 
tlonal training with ll.fiO for each day. 
of service to be paid as long as the 
recipients are obtaining education 
from the government ; or, a cash com- 
pensation of II .110 for each day of 
service, to he paid within a year after 
the approval of the bill. 

S|)enklng In connection with what 
the national (uierutlve committee of 
the American Legion regards ns a fair 
trivitment for ex-servlee men ns above 
outlined, Franklin D'Oller, nntlonnt 
commander of Hie American Legion, 
said : 

"Tlie overwhelming majority of ex- 
service tm*n f»*<*l strongly that this gov- 
erument ow(*s an obligation to all 
persons who were hamllciipped elHier 
bodily or financially heenuse of mili- 
tary or naval service during Hi# reivnt 
war. 

“The American Legion, representing 
over om* million ex-service men and 
wegnen spoke very plainly on this point 
at its national cunvcnflon last No- 
vember. 

"Although this ohllgntlon to the dls- 
nhh'd men, handh'npped Itodll.v, was 
universally acknowledgi^d, It required 
a special m(*eHng of the American I^e- 
gloti In Washington during Deceinher, 
over a year after Hie signing of the 
nriidsHre, to secure satisfactory ac- 
tion by congress for the disabled man 
to the end that he would no longer he 
an object of private charity Imt could 
live on his Increased compensation al- 
io wan ce.si. 

“The average man has heen out of 
tho service one year, and outside of 
the sixty dollars which liardly hoiight 
him a civilian outfit, he has received 
no aid from his goveriimetit in over- 
coming tho handicap Incidental to Ids 
service. 

"The American Legion asks for no 
bonus — wants no hnnus. That sound,# 
ton mucli Ilk# a gift or a pres(*nt from 
the gov(*nunent. It merely asks the 
government to assist the ex-servIco 
man In overcoming some of tho finan- 
cial dlsadvnnluges Inetdeiital to hi# 
military or naval service. 

"It asks that each of the four fea- 
tures suggested shall only he as lib- 
eral ns Is comslslent with the welfare 
of tho whole country. 'Hie Am(*rlcHn 
Legion asks nothing In Its s<*lfish in- 
ler(*st.s at the (*xpense of the country, 
hut at the same time do('s not fool 
that this obligation to ex-service men 
and wom(*n should he altogether pass- 
ed hy at Hds time and all ec'onomlz- 
ing don# at Hio exi)(*nse of the ex-serv- 
ice men. 

"If legislation Is wisely framed cov- 
ering land .settl«*mcnt, home aid and 
vocational training, (*very dollar In- ** 
vested hy the government will bring 
(dtimately great r(*lurn# to the eouidry 
hy making th# ex-service man a l(elt(*r 
citizen and greali'r proiliicer and will 
Increase the wealth of the nation. 

"Having waited ov(*r a yi*ar. It Is 
not nnreasomihle to now expect some 
action showing that the lnler(>sts of 
th(* ex-service men have nut been al- 
togeHi(*r forgotten. 

“.Ml that the .\merlcan Li‘glon asks 
Is us liberal treatment u.s Is consist- 
ent with the welfuf'* of the whole 
country — h*glshitii)n that 1# fair to ttm 
cx-scrvIce man and at th# same time 
Ju.#t as fair to the entire nation as 
well."

The Weymouth police station Is 
filled with paraphernalia usually used 
nt a still in the* manufacture of liquor. 
A Boston paper prints the following 
story of a raid at East Weymouth on 
Wednesday. 

“Complete distilling apparatus, be-| 
lleved to have been set u/i> lo keep 
Xantasket out of the dry column dur- 
ing the coming senson, was seized 
Wednesday afternoon In a sensational 
raid led by William McCarthy, federal 
prolilbition enforcement agent, In a 
shed in the rear of 8G4 Pleasant street, 
East Weymouth. 

Jake Kark of 62 Orange street, Chel- 
sea, who together with his wife, was 
In the building when the ofllcors sur- 
loundcd it, was arrested, charged with 
violating the prohibition law and hav- 
I Ing an illicit still in his possession. 

When the ofllcers pounded on the 
door of the shed Karki unloclc^ed the 
door and admitted them W’ltnout the 
slightest trace of surprise. Every- 
thing In the shed, which federal ofll- 
c.ials allege was used In manufactur- 
ing the moonshine, had bsen dis- 
mantled, and every attempt had ap- 
parently been made lo destroy all ev- 
idences of the Illicit business.

Strong odor from the building told 
the ofllcers they were sure of their 
susyilcions In conducting the raid, and 
wlien one of them saw the trench 
lllled with the i-ecently dumped mash. 
It looked as though someone liad ad- 
vanced a “tip” and had the place 
cleared of all the apparatus,

Climbing Into the loft, the ofllcers 
uncovered the real evidence. Two 
iijaah boilers, two distlllators, two 
goose necks and other paraphernalia 
necessary for the manufacture of the 
whiskey, was uncovered. 

Further search of the premises by 
I lie officers revealed several bags of 
nu-«l, a considerable quantity of yeast, 
a gallon of sugar coloring, one quart of 
moonshine, two gas stoves, an oil 
burner, 20 gallons of mash, three bags 
of grain and three plecesof rubber 
hose. 

Everything conceivable for the man- 
ufacture of a hlgh-pnwf whiskey was 
found on the iprcmlscs, and Agent Mc- 
Carthy stated whiskey of 125 proof 
could easily be manufactured with the 
equipment. 

Twelve empty barrels wore found on 
the floor of the shed, and several of 
them appeared as though they had 
rocantly ben emptied of their contents. 
Everything In the shed that can he 
used as evld6<nce was taken to the 
Weymouth police station. Kark was 
Airaignod In Federal Court Thursday.

Weymouth Population 

Is Now Over 15,000 


The ipopulation of W’eymouth by the 
new census of 1920 is 16,0.')7. 

This Is a good substantial Incioase 
over the last National census in 1910, 
which showed a total of 12,895. The 
Incrcnse was over 16 percent. 

Each live years since 1905 Wey- 
mouth has shown very suhstanfial 
gains, being 1310 from 1905 to 1910, 
thcii 1074 -from 1910 to 1915; and 
during the last five years 1088. 

Previous to 1905, Weymouth's gain 
was rather slow, being less than 900 
between 1885 and 1905, a period ot 
20 years, an average of less than 43 
per year. But since 1905 It has been 
over 224 per year. 

Previous to 1880, W’eymouth was 
making big gains, us will ho seen by 
the census llgnros below. During the 
period of the t'lvil War, the increase 
was smaller, hut from 1S50 to 1860 
Weymouth was booming. From 1850 
lo 1855 we gained 1161 undd during 
the next five years 1212, more than 
during the years from 1910 to 1920.

Wood said 
lie would he at Fort Sheridan during 
the convention, and Oovernor Lowden 
said he would sjiend the wi-ek In the 
executive mansion at Sprlngtleld. 

The selection of (lovernor Allen of 
Kansas to jilace General Wood In 
nomination caused many amateur 
prophets to forecast a repetition of 
the scn.satlon of the convi-ntlon of 
l.S,S0. Then Garfield made the nomi- 
nating sp(-ech for John Sherman, ami 
was himself nominated after a pro- 
tracted deadlock. Though Allen has 
not been a candjdate he has often 
been mentioned as an eminent possi- 
bility If none of the leading aspirants 
can get the necessarj' votes. The 
Kansas dtdegation Is uninstructed 
but ts supposedly for Wood. 


One Mtesourl District Left Without 
Representation — Johnson Welcomed 
to Chicago — Attorney General 
Palmer Receives Several 
Rather Painful Blows.

When the setmte ciMumittee on cam- 
paign funds uncovered the truth about 
the expenditure of to promote 

Governor Lowden's campaign for dele- 
gates from Ml.s.sourl, the Lowden boost- 
ers looked very blue and subdued and 
everyone else was asking whether the 
dhsclosures were enough to kill the 
governor's chances. Itobert E. Moore 
and Nat Goldstein, who were elected 
<Ielegntes. tolil the committee that they 
had each received from Emmerson, the 
Lowden manager, u check for 
and had placed the money In their own 
accounts, but Moore said that "since 
there has luH-n so much imiileasant 
publicity about It,” they are going to 
return the money to Lowden. Nation- 
al Committeeman Habler and E. L. 
Morse of Excelsior Siirings made ad- 
inlssions concerning the u.s«> of Lowden 
money in Missouri which showisl that, 
under the most favorable construction, 
the governor’s campaign there was 
conducted with unpardonable stupid- 
ity. 

I Lowden lenders nt the Chicago head- 
quarters held a hasty conference and 
the governor then issued a statement 
which. In the opinion of his friends, 
quite ndiabllitateil hls wobbling boom 
and made everything all right again. 
He diMiounced Moore ami (Joldstetn ns 
nntlt to sit In the national convention 
and emphatically repudlat(>d their sup- 
port and votes. “This go«-s for any 
other (lelegate or delegates, if any, 
similarly situated,” he added. He de- 
clared hls Instructions to Emmerson 
were to use money otdy for legitimate 
purposes, and that hls manager as- 
sureil him the payments tti the two 
Missourians were made in Januarj’, on 
the rei)resentation that the money was 
rtsiuired for the organization of their 
districts. 


Ilopresentutlve Mason broke out In 
yet another spot last week, accusing 
Harney Haruch of having "stolon 
(M)0,0()0 from tlie government in coppei 
alone.” When Haruch wrote Masoti 
demanding that he at otice submit to 
congress and the attorney general tin 
evidence on which he based the 
charges. Mason replied that since 
looking over hls previous stateim-nt It - 
would amend It to say that "you and 
your associates stole in 

copper abjiie." He added that the mat- 
ter on which he based hls charges al- 
reaily was before congn^ss in connec- 
tion with the investigation of war ex- 
liendltures. 

"You certainly do not expect me to 
present this matter to your particular 
frleml, Mr. I’alnier, attorney gcm-ral," 
Mr. Mastai said, and added: "I shall. 
If 1 live, !vsk the attorney general of 
the United States after Mar<h 1. I'.VJL 
to proceed civilly and criminally 
against you and your as.sociates.”

Another Missouri scandal developtvl 
during the hearing of contests before 
the national committee, and resulted 
In one district losing lt.s representa- 
tion Iu the iH)nventlon. This district 
Is the Fifth, comprising 11* Kansas 
City wards and seven Jackson town- 
ahlps. Although there was no charge 
of the Improiter use of money, the ct)m- 
mtttoe declared the testimony showed 
that the elt*ctlon of both sets of dele- 
gates was “disgraceful and tainted 
with fraud."

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Not one driver In a hundred knows 
how to work a car Into a amall apace 
to get near a wall or curb when it la 
neceaaary to wed^e in between two 
rara not more than twenty-alx or 
thirty feet apart. Thia indictment ap- 
pilee to old as well as new drivers, in- 
clndlng some chanffenrs end otherwise 
capable demoostrators, according to an 
article which appeared some time ago 
In one of the large motor magazines. 


Qoes In Head First. 

As a general practice the driver at- 
tempts to go into the apace head first, 
whereas It will be Impossible to work 
into a space by this method, partlcn- 
larly If the apace is limited. No 
amount of working around and 
cramping of wheels will avail nnlon.s 
there is ample room, and then it will 
take a good deal of maneuvering. 

The direction of the movement of 
the car should be a swing to the left 
and alongside the forward car. This 
will set your car In a position heading 
slightly out, making It possible to be- 
gin backing into the place between tho 
two stationary cars. 

Naturally conditions will govern to 
some extent the exact movement and 
the amount of taming of the wheel, 
but it can be seen by this idea the car 
can be brought close to the curb at 
the back wheels when it is easy to turn 
the wheels. This turning of the wheels, 
however, should be performed while 
the car Is still slightly under way, or 
else destruction to the tires may result. 

Final Operation. 

The final operation comes In pulling 
the front end of the car around and 
getting the front wheels as close to 
the curb as possible, yet permitting 
room for swln^ng out, and then turned 
out slightly, followed by a straighten- 
ing movement Otherwise the body of 
the car will not come parallel with the 
curbing. 

The wheels should not stand nearer 
thon six Inches from the curb, or it 
will be difficult to extricate the car 
from a close space. 

The getting out process Is exactly 
the opposite: that is, swing the front 
end around, but exactly reversed, 
bringing the car into position so the 
front wheels will be headed out and 
from this situation It Is only necessary 
to go ahead, swinging outward, hut 
being careful to signal on the left that 
you are cutting out and Into the line 
of traffic. 


EXCESSIVE MISUSE OF TIRES 


Nearly 60 Per Cent of All Manufac- 
tured Are Dieearded Because 
of Many Abuaea^ 


Experts estimate that nearly 50 per 
cent of all automobile tires manufac- 
tured are discarded before they have 
delivered maximum mileage because 
of the neglect and Ignorance of mo- 
torists. Underiuflatlon, wheels out of 
alignment and other abuses cause dam- 
age that could easily be fixed if cared 
for at the time incurred.

Not one of the other fifteen major 
Irague managera would have tinder- 
taken the Job of handling Barney Lar- 
kin.

No more 
Barneys for me.” 

Undismayed by the judgment of 
F’nrke, the manager of the Cincinnatis 
grahhed Larkin, bragging: “Observe 
me — I can handle any player who Isn’t 
actually bughouse.”

Tria Ford did not leave Puniautaw- 
ney altogether In a cheerful attitude 
of mind, notwithstanding he had cap- 
tured hts quarry, for the directors of 
the outlaw club came to the train In n 
body and thanked the bIg-league man- 
ager because he was taking Barney 
out of town.

CURRENT EVENTS 

Republican Convention Adopts 
Platform After Much Travail 
in Committee. 

LEAGUE PLANK OBSTACLE 


advocates and Opponents Satisfied by 

Compromise — Women Get Equal 
Voice With Men in Campaign 
—Wet Hopes Shrivel— 
Affairs in Europe.

Note — Mechanicai exigencies of the 
present time, require that this review 
be written by Friday noon. Important 
phases of the Republican national con- 
vention, notably the nominations for 
president and vice president, not hav- 
ing yet occurred, they are reserved for 
treatment in the general news or in 
special articles. 

Agro(‘!m‘nt on the plntforin wna of- 
fectt*tl in the Reiiuhllran convention 
Thursday night without any of the 
flrew<»rks which had been preillctcd 
and anticipated. The pyrotechnics oc- 
curred in the committee which framed 
the platform and did not reach the 
public nor the great body of delegates 
excelling through the press. The 
League of Nations plank was the great 
exciting cause and the dllllculty was 
to so frame It ns to save the faces of 
the Repuhllcan senators who hud taken 
such varying attitudes on the question 
ever since I'resident Wilson brought 
the i)ence treaty and the league cove- 
nant hack from Kurope. The result 
was accomplished In a very adroit 
compromise which abuses the admin- 
istration ns un-American In its stub- 
born Insistence U|)on the ItMigue ns 
framed in Kuro|M», pats on the hack all 
elements whether reservatlonlsts, mihl 
re.^ervatlonlsts or IrrtH.'onciluhles In 
the senate majority who oi>iK)sed the 
Wilson league; phsiges the party to a 
continuation of the f>ollcle8 of Wash- 
ington, Jefferson and Monroe and to 
an International assiKdatlon which 
shall provide international courts, dt>- 
velop international law and secure In- 
stant and general international confer- 
ence whenever |>euce shall be threat- 
ened. 

I Tg many this must look like an In- 
dorsement of the principle of a Lwigue 
of Nations although nothing is said 
about mandates nor the duty of Amer- 
ica to take part In foreign embroil- 
ments. On the other hand the plank 
si)eclflcally states that the United 
States shall have the right to deter- 
mine In advance what Is Just and fair 
without becoming involvetl as partici- 
pant or p«*acemaker in foreign quar- 
rels. Much of this was gone over in 
the aenate debates and it always 
canned division In the Republican ma- 
jority. but at the convention it seemed 
to satisfy all parties. Johnson claims 
a virtory. !x*dge claims a victory', oth- 
ers who wer*' oppos 4 -<l to both of them 
claim vleturtes and everylvody is 
hai>py with the opi>onenta hugging 
each other today whereas y»*stenlay 
they were enemies, witli certain “Ir- 
reciHtcllaides” threatening to bolt the 
party. No such an example of the 
tUPiig of trouble<l waters has ever pre- 
viously bet-n seen and the muster band 
of Flihu Root is said to l>e the one 
that i>enued the remarkable compro- 
mlsa. 

An unique feature of the convention 
Was tiie maverick character of 
the delegations. Never, at least 
in re<'ent times, has such an as- 
semblage of unbossed and uii- 
branded individuals iHime together 
fur [lie pur|M.ise of nominating a can- 
didate for president. Many old-iluiers 
who had taken an active part in for- 
mer (H-casions of the kind, >*ere forctsl 
Into back seats (.>r were passive on- 
l<K>kers from the side lines. New faces 
and younger men were everywtiere in 
evidence. I'robably a larger propor- 
tion than ever before were unacquaint- 
ed with the game of polltlca TbU fact 
prevented tbe huge body from getting 
4niu customary grooves and made tbe 


problem of prognostication an un- 
usually dlflicult one from the start. 

Another feature was the unpre- 
cedented numlter of outsiders and men 
from (dher parties who were on Imnd 
to Inlluence tlie choice of the conven- 
tion. Notable among these were Wil- 
liam J. Rryan and Wllllain Randolph 
Hoarst, especially the latter, wlio 
seemed to conceive It a patriotic duty 
to do all in his power to assist the 
Repuhllcans in making a wise selec- 
tion. 

Women will from now on have an 
equal voice yvlth men In planning and 
managing Republican campaigns. This 
is assured througli the adoption by 
tbe convention of the report of the 
committee on rules, the chief recom- 
mendation of which was that the 
executive committee shall Imve a mein- 
liershlp of fifteen instead of ten ns 
heretofore. The makeup of the com- 
mittee will be seven men, seven wom- 
en and tiie chairman. In addition tbe 
committee will have a woToan vice 
ebuirmiin, • ranking next in dignity to 
the chairman. There will also be an 
assistant secretary who will be a 
woman. The women of the ma.lorlty 
got everything they asked for from the 
convention notwitbstnnding the fact 
that u strong di'legation of their sex 
who are opposed to siilTrage was on 
hand. These latter were disappointed. 

The Supreme court's decision up- 
holding the prohibition amendment 
and the Volstead act came at an op- 
portune time to relieve the platform 
framers of embarrassment on tbe 
question. Tiie hopi's of aiitl-proliibl- 
tlonists which went from wet to moist 
are now scarcely hnmld. Their only 
recourse Is In the election of a con- 
gress which will repeal or amend the 
Volstead law. 

Oov. t^lward I. Edwards of New 
Jorse.v. who Is making the race for Uie 
r>emocratlc presidential nomination 
largely »»n the question of personal llh- 
ert.v, advocates a natlon-wble refer- 
endum on the question of prohibition. 
He believes that tbe sentiment of the 
pjHjple so expressed, will force an 
amendment to the law. Ills conten- 
tion Is that the act govs too far In 
attcunptlng to regulate tiie habits of 
millions of citizens; that It p1ac(‘s In 
the lawbreaking and eriiulmil class 
millions of women all over the coun- 
try who nuike light wines from home- 
grown fruits for domestic use and 
millions of fanners who make and iim- 
turo older from their own orchards; 
that by the prohll)itlon of lieverages 
of light alctihollc content. It has in- 
crease<l the Illicit distillation of harm- 
ful liquors to twentyfold tlielr former 
production; that many of the agents 
of enforeement, both state and fed- 
eral, have become either hlaekmallers 
of the lawbreakers or partners In 
erlrm*; that It Is the main Impelling 
cause why 2,<ifl0,0(H» men of foreign 
blrtli have returned to their native 
lands and that It menaces the whole 
Industrial fabric, and millions of work- 
ers are filled wltlj resentment on ac- 
count of the Invasion of their personal 
liberties. 

Tlie New Jersey executive attacks 
the law on several other counts and 
one easily discerns that the question 
is going to cut a iniich larger figure 
at San Francisco than it has at Chi- 
cago. In the Republican convention 
the only entry similar to Governor Ed- 
wards was Senator France of Mary- 
land. and be never had a chance, for 
at no time was there any prosi>ect of a 
wet track. 

German electlona which were relied 
upon to clarify the iM>litical atiuos- 
ptiere and settle the immediate course 
of government In tiiat country, appar- 
ently have failed of effect. Tbe re- 
sult seems to be of tbe nature of a 
stalemate, and while I'resident Ebert 
api>ears to have pulled through by a 
small majority the coalition govern- 
ment which he heads is so beset t>y 
tile right and left opi>osliloii that par- 
liamentary chaos is almost inevlialile. 
Ei>ert and the forivs nearest to him 
are moderate soclallsta. Tbe opposi- 
tion of tile right (ontalns. under vari- 
j ous party names and shades of pollt- 
I leal belief, the democrats, reaction- 
I aries. lliulted monarchists and uphold- 
! ers of the old regime. Tlie left con- 
I tains the Indep* ‘ident socialists and 
ail the more radical representation. 
The govemmeot. endeavoring to steer 
a middle course and yet an uUra-lih- 
' era! one for Germany heta-eea these 


Irroconcilahlc elements, will be In a I 
(llfiicult pftsltlon. I 

Indications are that tbe coalition 
will he obliged to continue at the helm 
In order to make an niipearance of I 
stnlile government liefore the allied 
powers which will meet at the Sjia 
conference to settle the amount of 
(ierman reparations and otlier linp<ir- 
tant questloris. After that confer- 
ence new elections appear to l>e a 
necessity to remove the ambiguous 
complexion of German affairs. One 
seemingly lirlgbt ray from the recent 
elections was the small vote polled 
by tbe party of the extreme left — the 
communists or German bol.slievlsts as 
they properly may be termed. This 
happy result, however, was somewhat 
vitiated by tbe extremely heavy vote 
polled by tbe independent socialists 
who un<lonbt«*<ll.v number In their 
ranks many extreme radllcals.

The Spa conference at the Insist- 
ence of Gertnuns and Iialinns nnil In 
the hope that the United States will 
send a reiiresentatlve. Inis been post- 
poned until July One of Oerninny's 
big protests at the conference, aside 
from the rejiaratlons bill, will be 
against reimbursing the allied natlon.s 
for the expenses of the armies of oc- 
cupation and of tbe several control 
commissions. These expenses are said 
to amount to upward of l(X).(KK),(K)o 
marks or normally about .'?2.').000,0<X) a 
day. If the conferees can be con- 
vinced that German rc-soiirces will 
stand tills big sum in addition to the 
huge reparations, the money will be 
very acceptable In lightening tbe mili- 
tary budgets of England, France, and 
even tbe United States, unh*ss our al- 
truism prevents tlie acceptance of a 
portion of it. j 

In sjdte of the uncertain political I 
situation In Germany, the problems 
with which tbe Spa conference will 
wrestle, tbe state of affairs In Russia 
and in tbe netir and far East, a note 
of distinct optimism comes from Eng- 
land and from sources close to Prime 
Minister Lloyd George. The word Is ! 
Ihfit tne whole world Is settling down 
and that nations gradtially are return- 
ing to sanity. Ireland Is said to show 
definite signs of returning to peace on 
a basis of iiermanent connection with 
tbe British empire; Egypt Is ready to 
abandon its claim to comi>lete inde- 
pendence and to accept a progressive 
constitution ; pan-Moslem agitation In 
India Is said to be dying down and 
the Turkish situation Is clearing.

CHIEF POINTS IN DRIVIN6 CAR 


Naw Drivers Muet Laam Need of Care- 
fulnesa and Watch Thamaalvae 
That Racklaaaneea Does Not 
Creep In Somewhere. 

There nre all aorta of car drivers, 
Jpit aa there nre all aorta and cnndl- 
tlona of men. If erery owner of n 
new automobile would take the time 
and trouble to atudy hla car care- 
fully there would be fewer cauaea for 
complaint. 

Practically every car when deliv- 
ered to the customer, carries with 
It a book of iustructlons In which 
everything necessary for the owner 
to know about the core of hla car 
la down In print There are very 
few persons with whom Intimacy 
will not grow If given a chance and 
when the car la new and the driver 
Inexperienced or nervous there la 
usually some fear present which has 
to be met and mastered. 

How to handle a car carefully Is 
what should be Impressed upon every 
owner’s mind. To be able to start 
and stop according to the Intent of 
reason and come and go safely are 
the main points In driving. 

Whether or not the owner acquaints 
himself with the theory of the car’s 
operation Is another matter which 
comes under the heading of expense 
in the end and must be dealt with ac- 
cording to the owner’s notions of econ- 
omy. Now owners must leafn the 
need of carefulness, and as experience 
comes they should watch themselves 
that recklessness does not creep Into 
the driving. Thousands of hearts are 
yearly made sad because somebody 
does not recognize this one point. 

For public safety and your own 
there Is nt all times a necessity for 
being on the watch. Fast driving 
around comers where the view is ob- 
structed courts the danger of meet- 
ing somebody Just around the turn. 

A 'straight stretch may have all the 
appearances of being perfectly safe 
for a burst of speed, but even then 
you never know what may come across 
your path before you could apply the 
brakes and slow down without danger- 
ous skidding. There may be a little 
child, as often there Is, who comes tod- 
dling out In front of you, or It may 
be a slow-moving cow or old horse, 
hog or sheep. ^VhoevGr has had ex- 
perience in meeting live stock on the 
road knows too well with what slow- 
ness most of It will clear the way. 

The danger is always great In fast 
driving on the public road. Racing 
comes under this head. It ought to be 
put down In the code of road ethics 
of every car driver that racing Is not 
to be countenanced. If you must race, 
go to a track prepared for that pur- 
pose, where. If neck-brcaklng is to 
come as a result. It will be your own 
without the greater probability of add- 
ing others to the list. 

Sudden starts and stops are hard 
on tires and passengers as well as a 
strain on the whole car. Tlie rule Is 
that when you nre taking liberties on 
the public road you nre also Infring- 
ing upon the road rights of other peo- 
ple, and so defying the law. 

The careful nutomohlle operator 
makes his car last two or three times 
as long ns the other fellow. Care- 
fulness pays not oidy In small cost of 
operation but also elminates to a min- 
imum the pos8il)llity of damage suits 
for aciHdent.s which happen Just i)e-

not been observed. 


GIVE SPRING LEAVES 
CAR EFUL AH ENTION 

Keep Foreign Matter Away From 
Them is First Step. 


Ample Protection Can Be Given by 

Covering With Boole— Leather or 
■ Good Bubatitute le Best 
Material to Uae. 

The leavea of an nutomohlle spring 
nre Intended to slide upon one another 
when the ear Is In motion. Many car 
owners allow the springs to get dirty, 
to go without lubrication and to be- 
come very rusty. The leaves become so 
dirty that Instead of sliding on each 
other, they work almost ns If they 
were one solid piece of steel. Then, 
when the car strikes a hole or a hump 
In the road the springs nre compressed 
and instead of each leaf working as 
a separate unlL the lower leaves of 
a rusty spring are held fast to the 
upper leaves. The reaction from the 
compression of such a spring Is many 
times greater than the reaction of 
a clean, well-lubricated spring where 
the leaves are allowed to slip on one 
another as they should. 

The first step toward a remedy Is to 
keep mud and dirt and all foreign 
matter away from the springs. This 
can be done effectively by covering 
them with boots. Some supply stores 
carry covers to fit a good range of 
sizes of springs, but If you can’t buy 
them already made, you should be 
able to make them yourself, sewing 
them together of leather or a good 
grade of leather substitute, advises 
Motor Life Magazine. The advan- 
tage of the latter material If that It 
Is much cheaper than leather, and be- 
ing waterproof, It will keep dirt and 
moisture away from the springs. It 
Isn’t a very big Job to make suitable 
spring covers, especially if you can 
get some of the members of the fam- 
ily interested to the point that they 
will sew the covers together on the 
sewing machine. Since the lubrica- 
tion on springs protected in this way 
will remain In place a very long time 
and will not gather grit and dirt, the 
slight expense and trouble which the 
making and fitting of the boots will 
entail will be well worth the effort i 




All motors will get noisy In propor- 
tion to the wear on the valves. Fre-

When the speedometer falls to reg- 
ister It generally means that the flexi- 
ble shaft end is not making contact 
with the rotating shaft of the speed- 
onioter.

A squeak Is one of the most an- 
noying and most elusive troubles to 
which a car Is subject Usually It Is 
located In the springs, and so they 
must be oiled.

In cars using vacuum feed a leak 
In the line running to the Inlet mani- 
fold may Interfere with proper opera- 
tion of the engine at high speed, 
though not at low.

When gear cases or housings are 
provided with vents to permit the 
esonpe of air under pressure that re- 
sults from heating, care should be 
taken to see that the vents are kept 
free. 

• • • 

When the commutator brushes of 
the generator become slightly worn 
arcing Is likely to result, nils may 
he prevented by filing the bnishes so 
that they make a good contact with 
the commutator.

1917-1918. 

Northern New England reports ful- 
ly as many acres of oats as last year 
with good growth thus far; while 
southern New England reiwrta small 
aiTeago decreases and not quite se 
good growth. HAY promises as ex- 
cellent crop In New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, MassachuselLs and Rhode Is- 
land but la somewhat disappointing 
in Maine and CuanecticuL

He fought 
back, and the audience and the dele- 
gates fought with him. From that 
time to the close of the long seven 
hours and n>ore of nominating speech- 
es the orators might qnite ns well have 
said nothing, ns the audlimce heard 
nothing of what they said. Despite the 
efforts of Chairman Ixslge the commo- 
tion continued until tjie last orator had 
named the last of the eleven candi- 
dates whose names were placed before 
the convention. 

Magic of Roosevelt's Name. 

A feature of the nominating and 
seconding speeches was Introduced hy 
Mrs. Iloblnson of New York, a sister of 
the late Theodore Roosevelt. In sec- 
onding the nomination of General 
Wood she referred to him ns a friend 
of her brother, and from that time on 
practically each candidate was refer- 
red to as a friend and heir of the de- 
parted cx-presldent. 

The balloting began on Friday night, 
and four ballots were taken at that 
time. On these ballots Oeneral Wood 
was the leader, with Governor Lowden 
a fairly close second. After the first 
ballot a motion to adjourn was made. 


that the nnlnstructed delegates would 
do their bidding. Senator Johnson and 
General Woo<l reftised to release their 
Instructetl delegates, and on the ninth 
ballot the Illinois delegation stayed 
with Governor I.,owden, the Pennsylva- 
nia delegation stayed with Governor 
SpronI and the Now York delegation 
continued to split among several can- 
didates. At the end of that ballot 
Senator HarfVng lacked 120 votes of 
enough to nominate him and It was 
thought for a time the leaders were 
going to fall until Governor Sproul 
was known to have released the Penn- 
sylvania delegation to Harding, and 
with that the effort to climb Into the 
Harding wagon started on the tenth 
and final ballot.

La Follstte Stone Wall. 

All through the balloting 24 Wiscon- 
sin delegates had persistently regis- 
tered their votes for Senntor Iji Fol- 
lette, and when after the last ballot 
had been announced It was moved to 
make the nomination unanimous these 
24 delegates voted against the motion. 

It took but a short time to select 
Governor Harding's running mate. 
Governor Coolldge, Senntor Lenroot of 
Wisconsin, Senntor Oronna of North 
Dakota, Governor Allen of Kansas and 
Colonel Anderson of Richmond, Va., 
were named as candidates for the 
place.

But for those who 
bad a part In the contest It will he nn 
exiterlence to he remembered for a 
llfellmo, and the convention of 1020 
will go down In the history of the Re- 
puhllcan organisation as one of the 
hardest waged battles of the party's 
existence. It was a battle of which 
the audience saw hut little that was 
spectacular — a show that did not meas- 
ure up to the expectations of the thou- 
sands who hnd hogged and fought for 
and purchased tickets and who hnd 
Jammed themselves Into the great 
huilding session after session, swelter- 
ing and rousting and always anticipat- 
ing something worth while. 

Public Missed Real Fight. 

The pnhilc did not see the real fight, 
an they wore not admitted to the coun- 
cil rooms where the dllTerences of con- 
testing rnnilldates were Ironed out or 
where the varying opinions of dltTor- 
ent factions were holng reconciled so 
tliat a platform that cmild tit all ele- 
ments might 1)0 produced.

A Vision of Eloquent Women. 

One of the features for which tlie 
convention Just closed will long be re- 
memliercd was the participation of tlie 
women. It is doulitful if they had any 
decisive part In the actual miming of 
the candidate other than the few who 
were present ns delegates. But wom- 
en figured prominently on the minor 
committees, and they figured promi- 
nently in the oratorical elTorts, and 
very much to their credit. At least 
one woman seconded the nomination 
of each of the candhh.les for the 
nomination for the jiresldency, and 
tlieir speeeli(*s npiiealed to the audi- 
ence lieeause they were short and to 
the point. Women were active as 
workers aronml the headquariers of 
every candidate. Tlu*y gave out red 
ami blue rihhons for General Wood, 
badges nml iiennants for tiovernor 
Lowileii, served lea and cakes for Her- 
bert Hoover and did sometliing of a 
like servie;* for each of the candldate.s. 

At General Wood’s Insidipiarters 
Mrs. Wood and her ilaughter had a 
handshake and a gracious word for 
every caller, hut they refn.sed 'at uU 
times to talk polities. Gn the other 
hand, the daughter of Nicholas Murray 
Butler was the real manager of her fa- 
ther's campaign. 

Hoover Showed No Strength, 
Herbert Hoover at no time showed 
any strengtli In the halloilng. For the 
first nine ballots ills total vote was 
from four to six, and on the tenth bal- 
lot he pollett nine votes. When his 
name was presented to ilie eonventlon 
on Friday hy Judge Miller of Syracuse, 
N. Y., a deU'gale from that slate, he 
received a demonstration from the au- 
dience that was one of the warmest 
and most unusual features of the con- 
vention, hut U was not Joined in by the 
delegations. It was very evident that 
llooxer hud no place In Republicau pol- 
itics.

Eggs Are More Plentiful and 
Comparatively Reasonable 
in Price. 

SOfilE NEW DISHES OUTLINED 


They Furnish st Many Possibilities 
for Delectable Food for Lunch- 
eon or Supper as They Do 
for the Morninc Meal. 

(rropjirKl by the Unltoil States Depart- 
iix nt i)f Agrliailturc.) 

N«»\v that eggs arc a little more 
plentiful aud cnuiparailvcly rcnseimhlc 
in price they can pmvlde a wcleiuuc 
variatieu in the family diet. In many 
families eggs are sehhmi serv'd cx- 
c«'pt nt breakfast, hut they furnish 
.hist as many pusslhilitles for delect- 
able dishes for luncheon tir supix-r as 
tliey do fur breakfast. They can well 
take the place of a meal dish, for, like 
meat they furidsli protein, fat, and 
uiliierni matter ami the yolk is also 
n good source of vitamin. A few 
recipes for attractive dishes suitable 
to serve in place of meat for the mid- 
day or evening meal follow. Tlioso 
recipes were tested In the ovi>erl- 
meiiinl kltclx-n of the rnlted States 
department of agrieulturo. 

C'omitliauious of eggs with hrond- 
crumhs, rice, or some starchy cereal 
to give body to the dish are always 
good. 

Shirred Eggs Wit* Rioe. 

Fill a baking dish half full of hot 
hoili'd rice. Break six^eggs aud care- 
fully droll them In the rice, taking care 
not to lu'oak the yolks. Four a cupful 
of cheese siiuce over the eggs nnd rice 
and hake in a moderate oven until the 
whites of t!ie eggs are set. 

To make the cheese sauce: Melt one 
tnblesptxmful of hutU'r iiml stir into It 
one tabli'spoonful of flour, one tea- 
spoonful of salt, and an eighth of a 
le.-ispdonful of white ix'ppcr. .\(ld one 


cupful of cold milk, and atlr over th» 
flame until thick and creamy. Add 
four tnblespoonfula of gnttert cheeM 
and atlr until melti*d. 

Creole Egga. 

ITnrd-cook six eggs. 

Cook half cupful of washed rice In 
two ipiarts of boiling water containing 
one teaspoonful of salt. 

Make a satu'e In the following way; 
Melt two tnhiespoonfuls of butter In 
a skillet and add four tahlespoonfula 
of choitped onions. Cook until tho 
onion Is soft, hut not brown. Atld one 
nnd a half cupfuls of canned tomntoea 
and two ftnely-ehopped gret'H peppers, 
nnd half teaspoonful of salt. Cook 
for T.') minutes. I’lnco a layer of boil- 
ed rice In a baking dlsli, cover with 
slices of bard-cooked eggs nml cover 
the slleetl eggs with creole sauce. Ue- 
pcat until baking dish Is full. (Irnto 
cheese over the top nnd hnko for 20 
minutes In a moderate oven. 

Eggs in Tomato Cups. 

When fresh tomalix's are In season 
no nx>ro attractive way of serving egp* 
cafl he found than this. 

Select the desired number of good- 
sized tomatoes, allowing one to each 
person. Cut off the blossom eml, scoop 
out the seeds, nnd stand the lomnloes 
In a baking pan In tho oven until they 
are partly cooked. Put a half fen- 
spoonful of butter nnd a dusting of 
salt nnd pepper Into the bottom of 
each nnd break In one egg. Place In 
the oven niitll the eggs are "set” to 
the desired hardness. Have ready a 
round of toasted bread well buttered, 
nnd place each tomato In tho center 
of a round of toast. Serve hot. 

Eggn Coddled In Tomato Sauce. 

Make a tomato sntice by melting 
two tnhiespoonfuls of butter nnd stir- 
ring Into It three tnhiespoonfuls of 
flour, half teaspoonful of celery salt, 
(luarter tensp<x)nful of pepper, nnd two 
teaspoonfuls of salt. Strain two cup- 
fuls of tomato pulp nnd Juice through 
a sieve nml add to the butter nnd flour. 
Conk until thlckoned. Place one-half 
of tho tomato sauce In n baking dish, 
break six eggs, one nt a time, nml care- 
fully slide each egg Into tho sauce, tak- 
ing care not to break tho yolks. Cov- 
er with the remaining sauce, sprlnklo 
with grated cheese, and hake In tho 
oven until the egg Is set. It Is well to 
serve each egg on a round of toasted 
liri'ud, or each may ho baked In an 
individual ramekin If i»reforrod.

PROPER WAY TO MIX 
INEXPENSIVE CAKES 

Plenty of Eggs and Butter Are 
Chief Requisites. 


Specislltts in Home Economics Kitchen 

Have Been Making Extensive Ex- 
periments — How Best Results 
Are Obtained. 

If your experleiire has been that 
cbeiii) cakes have a jioiir flavor and a 
coarse fexiun* It 1« lie<-ause you have 
not been putting them together In the 
right way. An luexiM-iielve cake re- 
quires I'ureful mixing. No dlttieulty 
should he exiierlet.ced In eompuundiiig 
a cake wblel. Is excellent In texture 
and has a iMIclous flavor when plenty 
of eggs and butter are available. It 
Is when It Is necessary to economize 
on tluHie esfienslve materials that the 
<-<Mik who Is not skillful bus her 
troubles. 

F«kx 1 si>eclall*t8 In tin* borne econom- 
ies klt«'hen of the I’nlted States de- 
panuicnt of agriculture have been 
iiiukina extensive ln\estlg»itiona In 
euke liukiug, esjieclull.v In the baking 
of I ne-egg cakes. ITtelr experiments 
with cheap cakes show that the best 
results are olifalnixl when the hatter 
Is beaten very little after the tiaking 
(lowder Is uddwl and when the cake Is 
l>aked in a very slow oven. 

The re<-li*e which was used In the 
exiierlments follows: 

One-Egg Cake. 

I Isvel tsbleapoona IVt cups flour 

teaspooos bak- 

U oup granulated lag powder 

1 tsaapoon vanilla 
1-1 to Z-t cup milk 1 CIS 

Cream fat aad augar together, add 
beaten egg and heat thoroughly. Then 
add flour aud liquid alteruaiely. about 
one-third of each at a time. Beat the 
batter thoroughly after all flour and 
liquid have been added. ^ anilla may 
ba added during tbia beating. Laat of 


all scatter the baking powder over the 
surface of the hatter and fold It In 
lightly with six or eight motluns of 
the siKxin so as to get It thoroughly 
mixed wllh every part of the bntfer.i 
Do not heat the hatter after adding 
Ihe Imklng jxiwder hut turn It at onco 
into a cake pan and hake. 

This cake may he hnkc'd as cup 
cukes 111 inutlln pans, or in layers, or in 
a loaf. If It Is baked as a loaf of the 
size given above it should he put luto 
a very slow oven, which is allowed to 
warm up gradually (280 to 875 degrees 
F. for one hour Is suitable even tem- 
perature). At the first trial one Is more 
sure of suct'ess In baking the small 
cakes than the loaf. 

nie cake cun he put together by 
other methods than the one described 
above. Any approved method may be 
selected, liut the two points which give 
the most difficulty are the too vlgorouu 
beating of the hatter after the baking 
(Miwder has been added, aud baking the 
loaf In too hot an oven. 

If directions In the above recljie are 
carefully followed the resulting cuke 
should be light, of even texture and 
uniform grain, tender and moist. It 
should not be coarse aud iiiuttln-llke lu 
texture, nor dry nnd compact.

It Is ilangerou* to 
give the thrifty, the Industrious, the 
vote. The fact that they were honi 
In Russia, that their parents and 
grandparents were natives to the soil 
for centuries, means nothing. These 
disfranchised ones sj>eal< the Russian 
language ; It Is their only tongue. 
Their blood has had a part In Russian 
suffering. The bolshevik constitution 
exiles them. They an* natives wlthotit 
a cotintry; and why? Recause by hon- 
esty and Industry they have saved a 
little; because they have tried to get 
on. Lenine say* such people are filled 
with dangerous ambition ; they are 
climbing the ladder of capitalism; 
Utey are dangerous to the proletariat. 

The soldier Is not an employer of 
labor; he cannot be; he is given a 
vote. The sailor is not an employer of 
labor; he cannot be; he Is given a 
vote. 

The constitutional provision defining 
cltlxenshlp put.* a premium on Indo- 
lence, a penalty on Industry ; It encour- 
ages waste; It punishes economy; It 
makes the successful an outcast; it 
makes of the ne'er-do-well n citizen ; 
frugality, thrift and Industry are 
crimes; those who possess these qual- 
ities are brnn(h*<l ns undesirables; 
they arc denied citizenship. 

No Possible Justification. 

Lenino tries to Justify all of this 
hy saying that In the transition from 
capitalism to socialism It Is necessary 
to rule with an Iron hand. Capitalism 
must be destroyetl. The system must 
be uprooted. Kven so, what right has 
Lenine, wltheut the consent of the 
ma.1orit.v, to take citizenship from na- 
tive Russians? What Is his excuse for 
It? Where Is the force of his argu- 
ment? Even n<Imlttlng, for the sake of 
argument, that communism, bolshe- 
vism, is a panacea for all the Ills of 
the human race, what right has Lenine 
ahd his minority to force It on the 
p6*ople of Russia? Conctsllng his creed 
Is for the common good. Is It not his 
Hrst duty to make the people see and 
understand Its virtues, and then, by 
and with the majority consent, put the 
creed to the test? To assert that his 
program Is economic does not change 
the fact that his methods are not dem- 
ocratic. The Lenine system of dis- 
franchising the people Is bound to de- 
moralize them. 

How can a people be free without 
learning self-reliance, without trying 
self-government? I’roclalmlng people 
free does not make them free. Erei*- 
dom is action. It Is thinking. It Is the 
ability to govern one's self. It comes 
from experience and exercise In gov- 
erning one's self. The definition of 
freedom Is self-determination, and the 
word “self" Is an Important part of 
the definition. Admitting for the mo- 
ment that Lenine Is trying to govern 
the people for their benefit, although 
he is not giving them a thinking part 
In the government, does It not follow 
that his methods incapacitate the 
people for self-government? How cun 
a child learn to walk except by try- 
ing, and even though the child stum- 
bles and falls, is bruised and hurt, 
these exiwrlences are part of the edu- 
cation in walking. 

Real Test of Freedom. 

The right to vote Is the test of free- 
dom. Rob a free man of his voting 
right and you make of him something 
less than a free man. It does not mat- 
ter whether you treat him well or not. 
If you rule him without giving him a 
say In his own government, you de- 
stroy his Independence. Suppose the 
constitution of a debating society, a 
lodge, a farmer's grunge, a labor 
unhm, declared that some members 
could hold ofllce and vote, while others 
were not eligible fur office and could 
not vote. What would be the position 
in the body of those who were denied 
all right of participation In Its affairs? 
They would be tHimpelled to obey the 
rules, do the bidding and bow to the 
wdsh o|^ those mJjo bad the right to 
vote. What would be the effect upon 
the voteless ones? They would be de- 
moralized ; they w’ luld become non- 
entities. Those possessing the voting 
power would grow arrogant, arbitrary 
and autocratic. The war ‘of the ages, 
the struggle of all history, has been 
the fight of men for equality In gov- 
ernment. The right to vote Is the test.

RUSSIANS MISLED BY LENINE 


Claim That Bolshevik Government Ea- 
tabllahea Equality Palpably False — 
Despotic Power Put in Office- 
holdere* Handa. 


Article XXII. 


By FRANK COMERFORD. 

The first great hypocrisy of the bol- 
shevik government wa* Its pretense at 
establishing equality. Caste and clns-s 
reminded the lluRslans of Rufferlng. 
The soviet government, through the 
people's commissars, issued the follow- 
ing decree : 

“All designations, sucli ns merchant, 
nobleman, burgher, in^asant ; titles, 
such as prince, count, etc., and distinc- 
tions of civil ranks, privy, state and 
other councilors, arc abolished, and 
one designation Is established for all 
the population of Rueala— Citizen of 
the Ruaaian Republic. 

Article 4 of the constitution makes 
bare the Insincerity of Uie decree. It 
does more. It gives evidence of the 
great felony committed against the 
freedom of the Russian people by Le- 
nine. 

These three classes shall have the 
right to hold oflh -i and to vote. They 
are made citizens of Russia by the 
constitution : 

First. All Russians that are eighteen 
years of age anil who hate acquired 
the means of living, through labor that 
Is pnxlucllve and useful to society, 
and nl.so persons engaged in house- 
keeping for the former. 

Se<*ond. Soldiers of the army and 
navy. 

Third. Members of the former two 
clu.sses, when Incapacitated. 

Hut the constitution goes further; 
it tells who shall not hold office and 
shall not v('te: 

First. I’ersons who employ hired la- 
bor In order to obtain profit. 

Secoml. I’ersons who have an In- 
come, such a.s Interest In capital, rents, 
receipts from proi)crt.v, etc. 

Third. I'rlvate merchants, trade and 
commercial brokers. 

Fourth. Mouks and clergy of ajl 
denominations. 

Fifth. Employees and agents of the 
t«)rmer police, the gendarmery, and 
the czar's secret service; also mem- 
bers of the former reigning dynasty. 

Sixth. The demented or mentally de- 
ficient. 

Sev«‘nth. Pwsons who hove been do- 
prlve<l hy a soviet of their rights of 
oltizenship, because of selfithneBS, or 
dUhonorable offenses, fur the period 
fixed by the sentence. 

Makes Officeholders Despots. 

Section 7 affords great opportunity 
fur cunstructlon ; the soviets are given 
power to disfranchise citizens, because 
of “selfishness or dishonorable of- 
fenses."

Every 
difference of opinion with their meth- 
ods or plans would he a selfish and 
dlshunorable offense in the eyes of the 
bolshevik rulers, and the foolhardy dis- 
senter could be strlppLHl of his citizen- 
ship, and, no doubt, would he. This 
siH-tlon writes Uie death warrant of 
freedom of uplniun ; It gives to the so- 
viets a bludgeon with which to heat 
a man out of citizenship who ventui'es 
an opinion at variance with the iiii- 
IMised order. It uiakijs tjie citlzeu the 
ser\unt, the officeholder the master; 
It Is government upside d"'.*’!!.

Prime Young Guineas Are a Special 
Delicacy. 

Incroaslng stcndll.v. United States de- 
partment of agriculture speclnllsts re- 
port, Many hotels and restnnmnts In 
the large cities are eager to secure 
prime young guineas, and often they 
are served at banquets and club din- 
ners ns a special delicacy. When well 
cooked, guineas ore attractive In np- 
peiirnnco, although darker than com- 
mon fowls. 1111(1 the flesh of young 
birds Is tender and of especially fine 
flavor, n'sembling that of wild game. 
Like all other fowl, old gnineas are 
likely to he tough and rather dry. 

A few largi* poultry raisers, par- 
tlenlarly those within easy reach of 
the largo eastern markets, make n 
practice of raising a hundred or so 
gulni'Ms (>ach year, but tho great ma- 
jority of guineas are raised In small 
flocks of from 10 to ‘Jf) upon farms In 
tho Middle West and In the South. 
Many farmers k(>ep a pair or a trio of 
guliu'ns mon* as a novelty than for 
profit, and from these a small flock 
Is raised. Tho gnln(*u fowl doubtless 
would he more* popular on farms were 
It not for Its harsh and at times sc'cm- 
Ingly never-ending cry. However, 
some people consider this cr.v an argu- 
ment In the guinea's favor, as U gives 
warning of marauders In the poultry 
yard. i

HISTORIC BOSTON— NO. 2 

Faneull Hall, known as the “Cradle 
of Liberty" of Revolutionary times, 
was built primarily as a market 
building, the inclusion of a town ball 
liaving been an afterthought of the 
donor, Peter Faneull. The building 
was of brick, forty feet wide, and one 
liundred feet in length, calculated to 
hold one thousand persons. It was 
completed in 1742. The building, ex- 
cept the walls, was burned in Janu- 
ary. 1762. 

The second Faneull Hall was built 
by the town in 1762-3, on the masonry 
foundations of the original building. 
The first public meeting was held in 
this hall .March 14. 1763, when the 
orator was patriot James Otis, by 
whom the hall was dedicated to the 
“Cause of Liberty.” Then followed 
thoao town meetings of the Revolu- 
tionary period, in which was debated 
the question of “Justifiable Resis- 
tance", from which the hall came to 
be called the “Cradle of American 
Liberty." 

Since the Revolution the hall has 
been the popular meeting place of 
citizens on Important occasions and 
a great unraber of national leaders, 
orators and agitators have spoken 
from its historic rostrum. In 1825 
[ Webster delivered here his memora- 
ble eulogy on Adams and Jefferson, In 
the preeence of President Jolm Quin- 
cy Adams. Here in 1837 Wendall 
Phillips made his first anti slavery 
speech; and in 1845 Charles Sumner 
first publicly appeared In this cause. 

First among the portraits which 
decorate the walls of Faneull Hall is 
the portrait of Washington, by Gil- 
bert Stuart. Among other portraits

Weymouth will soon have a public 
hospital, for the trustees of ihe Wey- 
mouth Hospital Association, Incor- 
porated, have voted to purchase the 
estate of lie late Col. W. W, Castle 
hounded by Lakie, Middle and Spring 
streets, which Is admirably adaptea 
for an Institution of this kind. 

The special commlltee of the asso- 
ciation, reapjiHilnted Feh. 17, 1919, to 
iuvcsllgato the (luestkm of establish- 
ing an hospital In the town of Wej’- 
inouth, reported at the meeting on 
Tuesday of this week as follows: 

"Several plaees have been Investi- 
gated by the eommittee In the past 
two yours, but only one has met with 
our approval, this being the Castle 
estate in East Weymouth. This es- 
tate meets wltli approval for many 
reasons, namely: It Is situated in 
nearly the geographical center of the 
town, and the estate consists of about 
eight acres of land with large fiame 
house, barn, worshop, hot house, hen- 
nery, Ice-house, beautiful shade trees, 
shruhs and several acres of cultivated 
land for farming purposes. The house 
wliicli is in good repair, seems to be 
almost imniediately available with 
little expenditure for a hospital of 20 
or more beds.

No Startling Features in After- 
math of the Republican 
Convention. 

BUTLER INCIDENT SURPRISES 


National Interest Soon to Center In 

San Francisco — Leading Candi- 
dates and Their Strength — 
Bolshevism in Crisis- 
League of Nations 
Weakening.

The nftermiith of the Hepubllenn nn- 
tlonal convention .hns hci-n soinewhat 
routine as afterniaths of that sort ko. 
The usual conttratulatiuns liave been 
exieinled to the winners with evidences 
of good sportsmanship and pledges of 
party fealty on the part of the near 
winners. Inasmuch as victory fell to 
the right or conservative wing of the 
digruntlement was to be 
a the left or progressive 
far, tills has not been 
an unmnial degree. Pro- 
gressive candidates and leaders promi- 
nent In the convention, have with a 
few e-vceptlons, maintained silence, and 
Uie assumption Is that they are in se- 
clusion, receiving first aid treatment 
for their wounds. Talk of a bolt is not 
nearly so voluminous ns it was follow- 
ing the convention of 1910, and is not 
recidving serious consideration. This 
Is not merely opinion, but a fact glean- 
ed from the news of the day. Several 
eminent Progressives, notably Senator 
Kenyon of Iowa and Senator Lenroot 
of Wisconsin, cllnihed Into the band 
wagon within 114 hours after the con- 
vention. 

As a rule losers are treated sympa- 
thetically and charitably, but this fight 
has develoiH-d the unusual spectacle 
«»f one of the minor contenders venting 
his spleen uiMin the campaign and sui>- 
jHirters of one of the big figures among 
the defeated. Nicholas Murray Rut* 
ler. heail of Ckilumbla university, \\ho 
evidently nssume<l that because the 
New York delegation supporte<l him In 
the convention he was the Imss of that 
state, has attacked the forces of Maj. 
Gen. Leonard Wood as boo<llers and 
stuck gamblers who attempted to buy 
tile presidency. He refrains from any 
attack on General Wood iM^rsonolly 
and Indeeil atlopts a patronizing atti- 
tude toward tliat gentleman, th'jieral 
Wood and bis princl|)ul caJiipeign con- 
tributor, Col, Willluin Coo|»er Procter, 
a man not associated in the public 
tidnd with stock gamlders, hut rattier 
as an affluent and somewhat prosaic 
manufacturer of a soap that floats, 
have come back cliaraeteristicaJly and 
vltrlollcally. The bunlen of their re- 
ply is to the effect that Mr. Rutler is 
a fakir who would not t>e able to rec- 
ognize the truth if be bad it under a 
magnifying gluss. In the use of force- 
ful and searing words It must be ac- 
knowl4slgi<d that they have the better 
of tlie argutueuL Tlie incident is the 
only disconlunt note Uiat has so far 
develoited In the band wagon and the 
only thing out of the ordinary In con- 
vention aftermaths. TTie bulk of opin- 
ion as expreest-ii In dls|>alclie« and e<ll- 
torlals is that college presidents may 
be men of much Ixiok “lamin'" and 
high ideels. but freqiumtly very short 
ou iMiliUcal wisiloin. 

I'alidtant national Interest now 
shifts to the DeiiKH-ratic conclave at 
f^n Francisco. All indications are 
that while there will i»e !«■•« external 
heat titan at Chh'ago, internal forces. 
Area and ambitions will provide (julte 
as much comfiustlon. Aiuotig tiK>se 
reas4iiiat>ly certain to be placed In 
nomiimtluD are William G. Mc.\doo bf 
New York. James M. f'ox. governor of 
Ohio; A. Miti’hell Palmer, attorney 
geiiivul of Gie Cnited States. Pennsyl- 
vania : Kobi-rt L. Gwen, senator from 
Oklahoma; K»»ward I Edwards, gov- 
sriiur of Sew Jersey; Gilbert M. Hitch- 
cock. se<Min»r from Nebraska ; Hoke 
Smith, senator from tbwrgia- and 
Jiiho W Havls. Virginia, amitasaa- 
dor to Great Britain. Nice Previldent 


Mnrslinll, may In spite of bis repent- 
ed refu.suls to go lu'fore tJie conven- 
tion ns n cnndidnfe for the presidency, 
he put In nomlnntlon by his friends. 
Willlnm .T. Rrynn Is also n iHissibillty 
nithough he hits not ninde nny positive 
stnfement ns to his attitude townnl 
the nomlnntlon. 

A theory which hns consldernhle siij)- 
port Is that McAiloo, Palmer and Cox 
will deadlock tlie San Francisco con- 
vention niucli as did Wood, Lowdeii 
and Johnson the one at Chicago, and 
that Marshall will loom ns “Uie Hard- 
ing of democracy.” He hns the good 
will of both pro and antl-ndiiilnistrn- 
tlon force's in the party and his own 
state' — Indiana — Is e'xpecteel to suppeirt 
him In the cemve'iitlon Just ns Ohio 
supporteiel Harellng. 

Many wliei lie>lieve that the election 
will hinge on Industrial and economic 
prohloins, rt'ganl Ce>x ns the leigicnl 
man. They also heWove that the fact 
of Ills eoiiilng fmm the' same “pivolal’’ 
state ns llanllng will be* an nelvnntnge. 
Their chief claltii for his stre'ngth Is 
Ills re?<'onr while govenitir of Ohio as 
an nelvanceel propeme'iit of labor and 
social li'gishitlon. Mc.\<loo’s support- 
e'.rs rely upon his reconl ns aelnilnls- 
tnitor of the treasury ele>partnient and 
the nillreiads and his other vnrieel ac- 
tivities during the war, and minimize 
the efVe'cts of the title “Crown Prince” 
wlilch de'trne’tors have placeel upon him 
ns the son-in-law and political heir of 
the president Palmer, while not so 
strong with lnl>or ns .some of tlie other 
candidnti's and who Is also looked 
upon with stisplclon by some of the 
prohibitionists. Is probably, next to 
McAdoo, regarded most favorably by 
the administration. He relies consid- 
erably upon his record as custo<1lnn 
during tlie war of alien property and 
later as attorney gejieral. 

Thnt It will be an Intere.sUng con- 
vention Is certnln. And they do say 
thnt an effort will be made to get n 
wet. or at least moist, plank Into the 
platform, which assures that Mr. 
Bryan will be heard from. 

Most of tlie talk of a tlilrd party in 
ttie campaign is centercxl in the an- 
Qoiinct'iiient of Iho “Committee of For- 
ty-eight” of an intention to met't in 
Chicago July 10 to nominate candi- 
dates for president and vice president 
and formulate a platform. Inasmuch 
as tills committee Is made up of Indi- 
viduals who must be classed as the 
extreme left wing of all iiartles, fer- 
vent radicals so to siM-ak, it must rely 
for Its sui>i>ort upon the discontented 
elements of other partlas. It remains 
to be swn whether this would draw 
more largely from one of the old par- 
til's than the oLiier. In a question- 
naire sent out by the committee which 
nettl'd 21,000 replies. It is stated that 
Senator Robert M. LaFolleite of Wis- 
consin was far ahead os a clM>ice for 
the presldefitlai nomination. 

Bolshevism In Russia appears to be 
marshaling ita forces for one grand 
smash to prevent going to smasii un- 
der tJie dlslntegratng forces at home. 
Tlie military machine organized by 
Trofzky, the erstwlille reporter on a 
Jewish news|)apt7 In New York, is 
said to number l,.V)0.0n0 men. It has 
swei>t Kolchak, Semt-fioff and Oeiii- 
klne, good fighters and strategista, 
frcHU Its path. Poland alone ia Its only 
iiarrter against wosiern Europe and 
the Poles are at death gii|ia with it In 
the Piipet district and along the 
lien-si na river. Tndzky's success has 
i*een due to the Impn-H-sinent of the 
military brains of the czarlstlc regime 
into his cause. They were offered the 
alternative of giving tlielr aid or suf- 
fering extinction. 

Ttie Poles have withdrawn from the 
Kiev region under the pressure of SJi 
red dlvlslona. In the Caucastu bol- 
shevlst agents are organizing reslst- 
' am-e to the Influi-m'e of England and 
: l-'rani'e. An ex|ien In assassination 
has bei*n sent to counsel and Intrigue 
with the Persians. In India the bol- 
shevik (Milson has been working for 
'] tiiuny nuaitbs. In London Krasslu, 
j tlie iiolshevist emissary, is negotiating 
I for (teare and tnyie. PolandSt iieace 
j terms, oiTen-d wneks ago. iiave not 
I iMime frulL Russia appears to tie the 
key of the world situation but the na- 
tions do nut know how to use IL 

Gn the other side of the picture 
comes ‘the news that anti-bolshevik 
forces under Geoerai Wrengei have 
aiiileved lm[iortant succisses on the 
i Grliuean front and are moving north- 
- wuni frotn the CiituM and Sea of Azov 


In Uiroe strong parallel columns. But ; 
more Important Is the Information thnt 
all Russia Is ready to revolt against 
the tyranny of the holshovlsts, their 
rotten govenuiK'iit and the breaking of 
promisi's hy I.eiilne. Tlic Ignorant 
peasantry and workingmen, easy to 
fool and slow to awake, are coming 
to a realization that the Idealistic 
piinclples of their pre.sont rulers j 
which promised them a heaven on 
earth, are taking them to the opiioslte 
destination and thnt they are op- 
pressi'd hy militarism and dictator- 
ship worse tlinn the desi>otism against 
which they revolteil. Tliese conditions 
will Inevltniily create an explosion. It 
seems prohnhle thnt tlie world’s use of 
the Russian key will be determined by 
the Russian people themselve.s. 

Japan proclaims sincerity In being 
willing to nc-gotlatc witli China for the 
return to that nation of Llie Shantung 
peninsula. The pence treaty gave tiie 
German rights In Shantung to .lapan. 

A note to Chinn from Japiui says .she 
Is willing to accomplish restoration 
and Is anximis to enter negotiations 
to that end. Chinn is retpiested to ex- 
pedite the organization of . a police 
force for the Shantung railroad to ist- 
mlt the witlidrnwiil of Jaimnese 
troops. This attitude of Jnimn in view 
of all that hns bei'n said about the 
Shantung qui'stlon Is sunwlsing and 
Inteniatlonal circles are wondering If 
some hitch will not appear In Uie di- 
rect negotiations. 

Inability of the council of the 
League of Notions which recqktly 
closi'd a session In London to affonl I 
relief to the Persrian situation causes 
grave fears In certain English circles 
thnt Uie league will suffer an early 
deml.se. The council was conveneil on 
Uie requast of Persia to deal wiUi l>ol- 
shevlst aggression at Enzell. After a 
session of three da.v8 the council was 
forci'il to admit Unit It could do noth- 
ing. It was the first case under article 
X by which the powers aro pleiiged 
to unlteil action In defending Uie ter- 
ritory of li-ngue inenilK'rs against ag- 
gression. In effect the coinicirs ad- 
vice to Persia was to ois'n dlri*ct ni'go- 
tlntlons for settlement with Uie soviet 
govenimenL In the house of com- 
mons Andrew Roiiar Law. govenniient 
siiokesmnn, stateil thnt Great Britain 
would not inen-nse Its military com- 
mitments In Mesopotamia and Persia 
hut would on the contxarj’ reduce Uiem 
to decrease expenditures. 

The recent resignation of fotir Eu- 
ropean cabinets — the Italian. I’ollsh, 
Ilungnriun and Austrian — Is signifi- 
cant of the dllticuity being exjierl- 
eiiced In adapting politics and i*co- 
nnmlc conditions to the peace tenns. 
The reichstng elections In Germany 
have i>ro<luced a enhinet snarl which i 
will hie hard to unravel. Indications 
are that these crises will continue ns I 
the {lolitlcal situation In none of the 
countries has cry’stalized to a sutfl- 
dent extent to fnnilsh effecUve work- 
ing majorities behind the cabinets.

French Traitors Executed at Vincennes

Glare May Be Effectively Diminished 
by Placing in Center of Lens, Im- 
mediately in Front of Bulb, a 
Spot of Mixture. 


The rigid Interpretation of local anti- 
glare headlight regulations In some 
localities has created a desire among 
motorists for some easy means for 
rendering the lights less bright with- 
out going to the bother and expense 
of substituting new lamp bulbs for 
tliose they are using. 

One way out of the difficulty, says 
American Motorist, Is the frosting of 
the lens or glass of the lamp. Buy 10 
c«mts worth of epsom salt, dissolve 
It in about five ounces of water and 
flow the liquid over the glass on the 
Inside. When dry the glass will be 
coated with frosting similar to ground 
glass. 

A more permanent Job can be made 
by using so-called "ground glass sub- 
stitute,” obtainable at photographic 
supply houses. Ground glass substi- 
tute should flow over the inside of 
the headlight glass by tilting the 
liquid evenly. One treatment with 
ground glass substitute will last for 
an entire season. 

Instead of coating the entire head- 
light lens with ground glass substi- 
tute the glare of the light may he very 
effectively dlmlnlslied by placing In 
the center of the lens, Immediately In 
front of the light bulb, a round spot 
of ground-glass mixture, thus: 

Cut a pni>or mosk with a round 
opening In It about two inches In di- 
ameter. When the paste Is well dried 
flow ground-glass substitute over the 
circular spot not covered by paper 
and let It dry for nl)Out twenty min- 
utes. Now soak the lens in cold wa- 
ter until the paper mask comes off, 
and nothing remains on the glass but 
the round spot of ground-glass sub- 
stitute. There will be plenty of light 
left, but the direct glare wlU have 
been eliminated.

not get through until they sent Gen* 
ernl Agnew around with 200 men and 
attacked the Americans from the rear. 
Arnold gave orders to his men to re- 
treat. Aided by General Bell, ha 
fought on until his horse was shot 
lils foot became entangled In the stlr< 
rup and a Tory rushed up, 

“Ton are my prisoner!” he yelled. 
“Not yet," Arnold said. He shot the 
man dead, remarking that oile live 
soldier was worth ten dead ones. He 
then ran to Israel Putnam’s’ camp, 
now Putnam park, ^elve miles away, 
after astonishing the British by bis 
reckless courage. 

The British marched on up the vil- 
lage streets, which are now as they 
were then. But the wounded of both 
sides were taken Into Miss Sarah 
Stebblns’ house and tenderly cared 
for. Her house stood near where Miss 
Mary Olcott’s does now, and the old 
buttery door, pierced by many shots 
and a cannon ball. Is at the Olcott 
house. The soldiers who died on the 
field or of their wounds were the ones 
to whom the stone was raised. 

Tryon knew that he was not popular 
with the most of the Ridgefield vil- 
lagers, so he plundered a good many 
of them, taking everything they had, 
and they had to appeal to the general 
assembly for help. His men also 
burned the Keeler grist mill and set 
fire to several houses. 

In that day the old Keeler tavern 
was the favorite Inn on the way to 
Boston. Tryon heard, moreover, that 
the patriots were making ammunition 
In It. So he mounted his guns In the 
Kplscopul church and fired at the tav- 
eni. 


pass It every day would hardly have 
noticed It; whereas those who pass In 
their long, steady Journeylngs to the 
mountains by motor would never 
dream that the little hillock was once 
the scene of a bloody battle. 

The monument Is Inserted In an old 
gray stone fence which was put In 
place by the patient hands of tlie col- 
onists In the stern old times.

It happened rather oddly that the 
day Bill Cumining went away I dis- 
covered the monuiiieul.

He hud stvn the departure of 
Ills coinpnny from the Bridgeport ar- 
mory tlie day before, and lie saw that 
a farewell cuiinot be too quiet. 

Just as he went off the veranda the 
minister took his hand. “God hless 
you. Bill,” he said, very low, hut we 
all heard It. And It made the moment 
a little more solemn than we could 
have liked. There was a mist in Bill’s 
eyes for 'a moment. But nobody no- 
ticed that any more than they did how 
his mother went Into the house very 
suddenly. However, those who uuder- 
■tand win understand all about how 
this was. 

Just then I set out for the post of- 
fice. Fur those who love rustic air 
and tlie mild monotony of the night 
luaects’ songs few walks afford more 
quiet delight tliun the saunter down 
for the evenlug mall. It Is a broad 
thoroughfare arx-hed with maples 
whose leaves are silver In the miHiu- 
llght. You may meet some townsman 
you know, |>erhaps. a driver of some 
delivery automobile, and he will pass 
with you a staccato grt-eting. Smooth, 
flowing Conversation seems S4>uiehow 
out of place at this lime of day.

X OR u while it fared 111 with tlie 
tavern ; hut, as Inukeei>er Keel- 
er said Inter, It was saved by 
the grace of God and the strong north 
wind. A Tory’s house stood dlrc'ctly 
south of It, which commenct-d to bum 
merrily. This man got Tryon’a per- 
mission to put out the fire, but when 
he told Keeler whom he could thank 
fur saving hia house Keeler attributed 
his good fortune to other sources. 

Just as the cannon balls commenced 
to fly guyly through the tavern a man 
was coming downstairs. He bowled 
that he was a dead man; that he was 
killed. But like all who make such 
spirited declarations of their death be 
was unhurt and ran away to hide with 
the rest. 

For a long time after 1777 the 
Keeler tavern was kept and continued 
in favor with travelers. Washington 
and I.afayette are su[>{>osed to have 
stayed there, though there Is nothing 
to prove IL However, for one old 
house It has distinction enough, for 
certainly Pickering, Comte de Rochum- 
beau, due de Laucuu-Blrou, Oliver 
Wolcott and Lieutenant Governor 
Treadwell, also Jerome Bonaparte, 
did enjoy its hospitality. 

Altogether the old tavern’s fortunes 
are enviable. Fur it U now where 
Cass Gilbert, the arcbitect, sia-uds bis 
summers. It Is called “<.'aiiuuu Bali 
house,” and the main part is un- 
changed. even to the partition on the 
second floor which they used to put 
up to make a large ballroom. A wing 
Is added in the rear and a fountain 
from Gilbert's Laud makes more beau 
tlful the end of that tine old street.

M I OVKU.VOU TRYON. who for 
IH.‘rs«iiial reasons bad no 
love for the “rough" dra- 
goons of Connei-ticut, was chosen to 
lead the British ex|MjRtlon against 
Hunbury. He knew the country, and 
he still reiuemberi>d how the Connecti- 
cut troops had uj>set the type fur hU 
paper all over the streets of New 
York. So with 2.tiOU men he disem- 
barked from the ’J7 ships the Uritlsh 
sent to Compo beach, near Westport, 
and went off to Danbury, where the 
colonists had collected their supplies. 

While Tr.von was pas.-.lng through 
Redding (where Mark Twain's house 
still stands) he shut up a church by 
way of something to do. But when 
he met Arnold In Ridgefield he was 
not hard put to it for pastime fur a 
while at least. 

The British had 2.000 men, the 
Americans but Ouu. but Arnold's men 
held out against them and they could

A S THE gorgeous peacock feathers 
and the royal purple Iris have 
dainty sisters that are pure white, so 
the colorful hats -of early summer are 
followed by replicas In white or In the 
palest tints, when July and August 
bring their burning skies. These with 
other cool looking millinery, do not re- 
place their predecessors, but are added 
to midsummer headwear to be used 
when anything that Is cool, and looks 
cool. Is a refreshing sight. There Is 
nothing like white, and especially pure, 
ahecr white fabrics, for accomplishing 
this purpose. Next to white, combina- 
tions of white and navy blue, white 
and black, white and beige, or tan, 
are depended upon for these crisp hats 
that defy the hottest day that comes. 

Most of these simple fabric hats are 
made of organdie, flowered voile, 
honey-comb batiste, taffeta and geor- 
gette In combination with very pli- 
able and light straw braids.

Two hats of honey- 
comb batiste, havo soft edges extend- 
ing beyond the edges of the frames, 
one with a collar and bow of satin rib- 
bon and one with a little silk em- 
broidery on a scarf end used for Its 
decoration. They arc all white.

BOLSHEVIKS FETTER LIBERH 


Theories Leaders of the Movement 

Lay Down and Put Into Practice, 

Fly In the Face of All Hu- 
man Experience. 

Article XXIII.

All the world except the I)ol!>hevll{ 
rulers of Hussln Is old-fnshloned — be- 
lilnd the thnes. We still cling to the 
old superstition thut the people 
should be the sovereigns, that public 
oftlclnls lire public servants, that the 
safest plan of government Is thut 
form of government which Is nearest 
to the people. In the Unlteil States 
each cttlEen has one vote. He has a 
vote for the men who make the local 
laws, the city or village ordinances; 
a vote for the man who enforces the 
onllnntires, the mayor; a vote for the 
representatives In the state legislature, 
where the laws are made; for the 
governor, who enforces the state laws ; 
a vote for the congressmen and sen- 
ators who enact the national laws and 
formulate the national policies; a vote 
for the president, who carries out the 
supreme law of the land. While It Is 
true that In the case of the president, 
we vole for electors who elect the 
president, there has not been a single 
cn.se tNhereln an elector has voted 
other than he was Instructed by the 
people. We come together In political 
parties, present platforms, and every 
citizen has a chance to register his 
oiiinion of men and mea.sures. The 
citizen has a right to vote at primary 
elections and register hts choice for 
the party candidates and for the dele- 
gates to the conventions Which formu- 
late the parly platforms. 

Bolshevik Argument Unsound. 

The bolsheviks point out thut politi- 
cal partU-s do not live up to their 
platforms; thut candidates for olllce 
default In their promises after they 
are elected ; that representative de- 
mocracy Is freipiently not representa- 
tive of and responsive to the piniplc. 
We know that there Is some truth in 
this criticism, but we know that It Is 
our fault. We have the power to ex- 
press our wants, to record our will. 
We also have the power to punish our 
betrayal. We cun recall from olllce 
recreant public servants; we can add 
to our legislation and take over the 
power to Initiate laws, and compel the 
reference of legislation back to the 
jiwple before It cun become operative 
as law. Our public olllcluls are only 
our agents ; we hire them, we pay 
them ; we cun lire them, disgrace them 
and punish them if they full to obey 
our Instruct ion.s. Such is our power. 
If we <lo not use the power Intelli- 
gently and elTectlvely It Is our fuulL 
If we are Indlfl'erent to the rights we 
possess and fall to use them, the fault 
is with us. Then*fore, we do not con- 
demn u system of representative gov- 
ernment because some of the individ- 
uals who make up the government are 
untU and unworthy of the rights tliey 
enjo.v. , 

The bolsheviks appear to favor a 
change In the method of go\’ernlng 
the people. The plan they have adopt- 
ed Is based on the theory that the 
people roust not be trusted, but that 
the officeholders cun. Bolshevism Is 
government from the top down, rather 
than from the bottom up. They seem 
to go on the theory that power dele- 
gated through many bunds will lose 
Us corruption just as running water 
does. This political theory tiles in the 
face of all human experience, 
r Bolshevist “Joker." 

i ^ S ^ **• 

' In our numbers we have a figure 
which for many years has enjoyed a 
peculiar reputation; It is the “jester" 
of numbers. It is the number “23.” 
It is known In Americau slung as 
“sklddou." The bolsheviks Inserted In 
the ('onstitutlon a joker, and oddly 
enough they gave it the “skiddoo” 
number, ‘“23," It is found in Article 2 
of the constitution : 

“Being glided by the Interest of the 
working class as a whole, the Hus- 
slan Socialist Federal Soviet llepub- 
lic deprives all Individuals and groups 
of all rights which could be utilized 
by them to the detriment of the so- 
cialist revolution." 

Here Is the big beware sign In the 
o«institutli>n. W hat does It mean ; 
what fears must come into the minds 
of men and women In Russia when 
they read this paragraph? The con- 
stitution dejirlves every one. individ- 
ually and eollectliely. of exercising 
any rights he or they may have which 
are op|K>sed to bolshevism. l>id tyr- 
anny ever lmi»*se a more artdtrary, 
auiM ratic ukase? The |>aragraph cou- 
ce<i<-s thut individuals and groups have 
rights, and then commands the i>eople 
not to dare Use those rights, if their 
exercise might be detrln cuial to the 
l.<-ii:nc^Trotsk.v government. The right 
to voice th*>ughls is sentenced to sl- 
leccc. Fi' -*-l‘ m of opliibm is crushed. 
Who is to dvtermine whnt rigliis. if 
t xercised. might l>e detrimeuial to a 
socialist revl-'-on? The meaning U 
aa plain * • the ■ iiumand is ateru. Fall 
in line with bolshevism or iwrish. Is 
the order U you dlaiigree with our 
p>lana aud lueihods. “he seen but not 
heaid." 


1 wonder what onr good frlenda, 
the militant soap boxers, who about 
about freedom of apeech, would think 
and aay If In these days of unrest the 
congress of the United States and the 
president should make such a pro- 
iiouncemenL America, indlcnl and 
conservative, would rise In protest | 
against any such law. We live, grow 
and progress ns a people because of | 
our freetlorn of thpught, speech and 
action. Of course, we silence the man 
who criminally advocates lawlessness, 
and we do It for the same reason that 
we arrest the man who spits on the ^ 
sidewalk. It Is to conserve the public | 
welfare, the common goo<l of the great ^ 
majority who do not believe In vio- ^ 
lence and disorder. What would hap- | 
pen to otir "Bed” agitators If they j 
were In Ilussin today instead of In the | 
United States, and ventured a single ^ 
dl.sagreement with the bolshevik pro* , 
gram, either In policy or methodsl , 
Tills constitutional provision Is not a | 
muffler on free speech. It Is a gag. ^ 
Whnt freedom can there be In a ^ 
country In which opinion Is shackled? ^ 
How can a nation make progress ex- 
cept by the confilct and friction of 
opinion? In the United States, expe- ^ 
rlencc has taught us that the majority ^ 
Is generally right, that the many can 
he trusted. We have put Into prac- 
tice the Idea that many heads are bet- 
ter than one. The bolshevik constitu- 
tion launches the policy that wisdom j 
can only come from a few minds — the 
fewer, the bettor. This Is the method 
they adopted to anciallze freedom of , 
thought, freedom of speech It means 
a communism of ideas, but a very lim- 
ited communism. In fact, limited to 
the "Holy Seventeen,” and the oracle- 
dlctntor. The people are outside the 
circumference of this communism. In 
their zone communism commands 
obedience and silence. The human 
race has fought many a fine fight to 
take the fetters from the minds of 
men, and no fight was ever made for a 
more es.sentinl liberty. When the 
mind of man Is not free, whnt freedom 
can there be? The jailing of the body, 
serious as It Is, Is only h small In- 
terference with man’s liberty com- 
pared with the Imprisonment of his 
mind. 

This constitutional clamp muzzles 
the pre.ss. Notwithstanding all the 
criticism which may be justly made 
against the press, the fact remains 
that the newspapers of the world have 
been u great force for good, a great 
power In securing freedom. We see 
the world through the eyes of the 
newspapers; It is our source of Infor- 
mation ; we depend upon It for the 
facts upon which we base our opin- 
ions. Notwithstanding the bitter par- 
tisan character of the press, few pa- 
pers know party lines or party preju- 
dice when the public Interest Is men- 
aced. The press has thrown the 
searchlight of terrible publicity on the 
ratholes and driven out the political 
rats. The freedom of the press Is In- 
dispensable to free government. 

Lenine's Change of Heart. 

Lenlne, before he came into power, 
was the loudest voice in Ilussin, /try- 
ing for free speech. Ills pen had 
been most hitter against interference 
with the freedom of the press. In his 
pamphlet, “Lessons o£ Ilevolution," he 
wrote : 

"The printing establishments of the 
labor press are raided. The bolsheviks 
are arrested, not Infrequently without 
accusation, or on the pretext of 
charges which are simply calumnious. 

"It may be argued that the prosecu- 
tion of the bolsheviks Is by no means 
a violation of free speech, since only 
certu'n persons on specific charges 
are thus prosecuted. But such argu- 
ments l)ear tlie earmarks of premedi- 
tated untruth. For why should printing 
offices be raided, newspapers sup- 
pressed, for> the crimes of individuals, 
even if these crimes are proven and 
sustained by law? It would be alto- 
gether different If the government de- 
clared criminal the entire bolshevik 
party. Its Ideas and views. But every- 
one knows ‘Uiat the government of 
free Russia never could, and Indeed 
never attempted to do anything of the 
kind.’ " 

Lenlne coming Into power, wrote 
Irfto the constitution a new crime. He 
declared all opposition to the bolshe- 
vik program a crime. On thla high 
moral ground he struck down freedom 
of thought, freedom of s|>eecb, free- 
dom of opinion and freedom of the 
press. 

In the language of a great radical, 
the time will come when the alienee 
of the people of liuasla will be more | 
I>owerful than the voices throttled by 
the bolsherik gag today.

They do not live ujion the birds 
like the Ileo, but during the day hide 
In the orneks and crevlees «vf the roosts 
and walls of the house, and at night 
they come out nnd get upon the fowls. 
They suek (be ben’s blood, nnd If nl- 
lowed to become plentiful — as they 
coriniiily will If not destroyed — will 
seriously alToot her lieallb and conse- 
quently her ability to lay eggs. 

Mites may be erndlcnte<l by a few 
tbonmgb nppllentlons of kerosene or 
Bomo of the ronl-tnr products which 
are sold for this purjwise, or crude 
petroleum, to the Interior of the poul- 
tr.v house. 

The commercial coal-tar products 
are more expensive but retain their 
killing power longer, nnd they may be 
cheapened by reducing with an equal 
part of kerosene. Cnide petroleum 
will spray hotter If thinned with one 
part of kerosene to four parts of the 
crude oil, according to poultry spe- 
cialists of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture.

While 
quite domestic In their habits If treat- 
ed gently, their wild nature lends them 
to remote parts of the homestead, 
where they pick up a large part of 
their living that would be overlooked 
by any other kind of fowl. 

On farms infestt'd with hawks, 
guineas are very valuable, their vigor- 
ous protests against every approach 
of the foe actually frighten them 
away. And no strange cat or dog can 
come on the place without their em- 
phatic protest.

VETERANS EXEMPT 

Tax Collector Mndlock of Quincy 
has taken up with the Tax Comml<>- 
sloner at the State House, the cont’o- 
versy that has arisen over the pay- 
niiut of poll taxes by v'oterans of the 
World War, and has obtained the fol- 
lowluK opinion that they are exempt 
for the entire $6: 

"In response to your favor of the 
4th Inst., I will say that exemption 
from the entire poll tux of $5 of the 
year 1920 is to made, pnrsuaut to the 
provisions of Chap. 49, Gen. Acts of 
191.S, to such persons us fall within 
its limitations. This act does not re- 
(lulre that these persons shall have 
served In the quota of Massachusetts. 
It does, however, limit the exemption 
to residents of this state who were in 
the military or naval service of the 
Federal Goverment on March G. 191.S. 
the date of thevpassaRe of the hill, and 
I hose residents of Massachusetts who 
thereafter entered such service dur- 
ing the continuance of the war. 

It l.s clear, therefore, that in order 
to he entitled to this exemption a per- 
son must have been a resident ofMas- 
sacJiusetts while in the service. A 
resident of another .«tate who has re- 
moved to Massachusetts since leav- 
ing the service does not come within 
the limitation."
